WHAT BUSINESS MEN SAY 
OF 1909 AND 1910. 

This week's issue of the Reporter 
includes an annual review of trade con- 
ditions the world over in those lines 
of business of peculiar interest to our 
readers, and not the least important 
feature of this review is a collection of 
letters written by men prominent in 
the various industries. The letters give 
their views on the state of trade as 
they have found it last year, and as 
they expect to find it during the cur- 
rent twelve months, the prognostica- 
tions being based upon the general 
signs of the times, and upon events 
which have happened and of which the 
effect has in instances already 
been felt upon of the 
country.

There have been very few complaints 
of the business. Nearly all 
concede that the past year left but 
little to complain about in this re- 
spect, and in most cases the claim has 
been that expectations had been more 
than realized with the added assurance 
of an active movement for at least 
another twelve months. 

It is particularly gratifying to 
the activity of trade 
close year, because it 
the movement has 
been the result of a genuine demand 
for actual and nearby consumption, 
Buying for mere speculation, or buy- 
ing a superabundance of merchandise 
on long term contracts merely because 
of a favorable price, or from old time 
habit, has been very little in evidence. 

The lesson taught in the fall ef 1907 
and throughout the following year, 
while dearly bought in many instances, 
has evidently been lasting. Men ap- 
parently haye learned to resist the temp- 
tation of the bargain counter, and 
have adopted a system of buying at 
the market when they need the goods, 
As consequence there has been no 
overloading, while profits not in- 
frequently have been trimmed, credit 
has improved, and there has been 
much sounder and healthier foundation 
to trade than in the regime of earlier 
years. We hear everywhere the story 
of depleted stocks in dealers and manu- 
facturing consumers’ hands, which 
have naturally tended to stiffen the 
market for the materials in question. 
But if a buying movement forced them 
up at any time the previous ‘holding 
off’? more than likely had drawn them 

so that a fair mean average for 
general staples might reck- 
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We hear from petroleum 
that the independent refiners of 
oil have done well and expect 
better; that they suffered 
the effects of somewhat strenuous com- 
petition in illuminating but that 
the loss in this instance has been coun- 
terbalanced by advanced prices in oth-

Linseed products have not netted the 
mills anything like the profit they af- 
forded the farmers and the elevator 
men who produced and distributed the 
seed. But no one can complain of the 
lack of business, even though the mar- 
ket during the more active season was 
not conducive to energetic trading. 
What our correspondent writes bears 
out much of what we have said about 
the lowness of stocks and consequent 
good demand ahead, which he expects 
will necessitate the importation of a 
considerable quantity of Argentine 
seed. 

The prospects for cottonseed prod- 
ucts are also bright. Prices, our corre- 
spondents write, have been abnormally 
high, and we would infer that if they 
came down the decline would be taken 
somewhat as in the light of a matter 
But the high prices have 
as the result of a naturai law. 
have not been superinduced by 
undue manipulation, which tanta- 
mount to saying that the demand for 
cottonseed oil is overtaking the supply. 
At its cost we told, the 
exports will fall off materially, yet this 
does not distress the producer or 
dealer, who will look at home for his 
market and expects to find it.

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PAINT LEGISLATION — SENATE 
BILL 1130. 
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Paint Bill— 
Senate 1130—came up for a 
hearing the Committee 
Thursday and Friday of last week, and 
so important is this matter to the trade 
that we publish elsewhere in this issue 
full stenographie report of the pro- 
ceedings. It this Heyburn Bill 
that received the indorsement of the 
International Association of Master 
House Painters Decorators, by a 
resolution at the Detroit con- 
vention on February 10, the full text 
of which resolution was published in 
the report of the meeting in last week’s 
issue of the Reporter. A committee 
from the association appeared before 
the Senate Committee on Manufactures 
and urged the passage of the Heyburn 
Bill, showing the necessity for formula 
from their standpoint. We 
that the Master Painters’ Asso- 
has been very active in its 
support of this bill, and that hundreds 
of letters have been received by mem- 
bers of the Senate urging their votes 
for the measure. Professor Ladd’s 
Bulletins No. 70 and 86, issued by the 
Government Experiment Station at 
Fargo, North Dakota, used by 
the supporters of the bill. Three years 
the Reporter predicted that there 
was a public toward paint 
legislation, and urged the manufactur- 
to get together and endeavor to 
shape it along lines that would safe- 
guard their interests, as well as pro- 
tect the painter and property owner;

honest manufacturer in any line to 
laws compelling net weights and meas- 
any valid objection to laws 
misrepresentation or mis- 
on labels in advertising 
This is exactly the position 
the Reporter has always taken with 
reference to paint legislation. We 
have always held that a law requiring 
the publication of the formula on the 
label was ill advised, unnecessary, and 
of doubtful constitutionality because it 
would deprive the manufacturers 
valuable property—trade formulas that 
have often cost thousands of dollars to 
perfect—without recompense and with- 
out due of law. But we 
lieve now as we did at first, that the

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Answering a query regarding linseed 
oil substitutes, a British journal 
states:—“As to blown linseed oil being 
reduced to correct gravity with white 
spirit, we think that in such a case 
the linseed oil would be reduced with 
the white spirit, prior to blowing the 
mixture in jacketed pan. Cold water 
could be injected into the jacket, the 
pan being fitted with a dome and con- 
denser. Blowing the linseed oil by 
itself would yield a product which 
would not dissolve readily in white 
spirit. The blowing of the mixture 
of spirit and oil would, of course, be 
continued until the right gravity is 
reached. A boiled oil substitute could 
certainly be made from mixture of 
rosin oil, mineral oil, and boiled lin- 
seed oils reduced with white spirit. 
The last-named is not an essential in- 
gredient except to cheapen the mix- 
ture. We would advise you to try 
what you can do to make a drying 
oil from herring oil by blowing it with, 
per cent. of rosinate of man- 
ganese and thinning the product down 
with white spirit, if need be, either 
prior to blowing or afterwards, if prac- 
ticable. Before this grade of spirit 
being introduced, 0.865 to 0.870 Scotch 
lubricating oil was used in this con- 
nection for export, end you might try 
what you ean do with it.”

held at Detroit, Mich., February 8, 9, 10 
and 11. 

On Friday, February 11, the 
Test Committee reported, but on request 
of the committee the varnished paneis 
were ordered to have another year’s ex- 
posure, and the names of the manufac- 
turers of the various varnishes tested 


were net divulged. 

A resulution introduced by the Indiana 
Suite Association urging Congress to re- 
move the duty on lead and zine ores was 
concurred in, 

Charles H. Fowler, of Philadelphia, 
read the following report of the delegates 
from the Master Painters’ Association 
who had attended the meeting of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Association 
held in Philadelphia in October last:— 
Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Interna-

We do not think it is necessary to make a 
etail report, as the journals have all the pro- 
ceedings. The Committee on Protection re- 
ported from the Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 
‘iation that it is impossible to meet with our 
«quest, as the cash and large consumers can 
purchase at par with the dealer. Your com- 
mittee talked this matter over with several 
of the manufacturers, but they cannot see how 
they can do anything. As your committee 
understands this matter, we do not ask for 
cheaper prices, but for the manufacturer to 
‘harge the user certain per cent. more, so as 
t» protect the master painter from the user, 
that only buys now and then 

Legislation speaks for itself. 
mittee’s report on the closer 
ished between the master 
manufacturer. 

Your committee so understands that the con- 
vention authorizes their committee to prepare 
and favor a measure modeled on the gen- 
eral outline of the Massachusetts law, requir- 
ng full weights and measures and forbidding 
misstatements in the description of paint pred- 
ucts, but we need a law that will punish the 
manufacturer for mislabeling goods, and with- 
out this law the Massachusetts law is insuf- 
ficient. 

There has been some talk and correspondence 
in regard to the way your committee was re- 
ceived at the convention. We do not wish te 
censure the association, but we feel that the 
secretary, Mr. Louis L, Drake, takes a good 
deal on himself, and if he is so authorized by 
the organization of which he is secretary, we 
recommend that hereafter the committee from 
the Master House Painters and Decorators’ As 
sociation be discontinued.

The London Indigo Auction. 


An English firm has supplied the follow- 
ing account of the public indigo auctions 
held in London on January 31:— 

For the first quarterly sale of the year held 
in London on the 31st ulto. 525 were declared, 
of which 25 chests have been withdrawn, leav- 
ing ™) chests to be actually brought forward, 
classified in comparison with the correspond- 
ing sale last year, as follows:—

mala, against 189 serons last year 

Bengal afforded a good selection of ordinary 
consuming qualities, but low and fine grades 
are searce. Kurpah was in small supply of 
ordinary and medium descriptions, Dry leaf 
Madras continues short in quantity and ordi- 
nary in quality. The Guatemala consisted 
mostly of new arrivals, and the assortment 
comprised many low and ordinary lots, with a 
fair proportion of good to fine Medium grades 
were not plentiful. This timely arrival of 
Spanish indigo will be very useful, in view of 
the prospective meager shipments of East In- 
dian.

year there was little variation 
in prices, the most marked change being in 
ordinary Bengal, which began below the gen- 
eral scale, but finished relatively rather dearer 
than medium and good grades. The quantity 
cleared into consumption while slightly less 
in number of chests, showed an increase in 
dyeing power, as there was a much larger 
proportion of Bengal included. The ratio de- 
livered for home and for export remained about 
the same as before. The Calcutta season has 
again been disappointing in quantity as, owing 
to bad weather, the total yield, was only 16.500 
maunds, being the smallest on record. The 
quality, however. is fairly satisfactory, al- 
though there !s a paucity of fine grades, The 
Calcutta auctions have just closed, and prices, 
whieh opened firm, have gradually improved, 
the figures at the last auctions being the high- 
est of the series, the demand remaining un- 
satisfied. The principal buyers have been for 
Eastern markets, where a marked reaction 
towards the natural dye is strongly evidenced 
The total shipments to United Kingdom will 
not exceed ™ chests, and as only part of 
these will appear in London, prospective sup 
plies for this year look like being decidedly 
pinched. Guatemala is also reported to be 
short, while Java is producing an extremely 
small quantity. Kurpah and Dry leaf Ma- 
dras are being absorbed by Eastern buyers 
and very little will be shipped to London, Alto- 
gether the prospect suggests that consumers 
had better cover their probable requirements 
early this year

Minneapolis. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Feb, 16, 1910. 

A glance at the cash sales of flaxseed 
reporied at winneapolis trom day to day 
shows how limiteu the trading is at pres- 
ent. On Thursday only one cur and a 
part of a car of spot seed and 220 bushels 
to arrive were recorded. Friday part of 
a ear and 50 sacks of seed were the 
sum total of the cash sales. Saturday 
was a holiday, and the receipts Monday 
represented three days’ arrivals. Not- 
withstanding this, only four cars of spot 
seed were reported sold. The buyer for 
one oil mill on Tuesday said that all 
the spot seed he was able to buy that day 
was 600 bushels. 

There is a noticeable lack of offerings 
of seed to arrive. A few weeks ago, prac- 
tically all the trading here was in seed 
to arrive, but this has about ceased. A 
tair quantity of seed is arriving daily, 
but it is all applied on old sales. The 
market is almost bare of offerings of 
any kind, with little prospect of an in- 
creased movement later. What is coming 
in now is believed to be principally be- 
lated shipments that have been tied up 
in transit owing to the strike. The 
railroads are gradually cleaning up their 
sidetracks and much of the congestion 
has been cleaned up. Arrivals are ex- 
pected to show a decrease soon, Cars 
are reported by country elevators to be 
very scarce and they are unable to get 
sufficient rolling stock to load out their 
grain for shipment to terminal markets, 
What little seed there is left in interior 
houses will be shipped in to Minneapolis 
as soon as cars become more plentiful, 
but grain men say that there is not much 
seed left in country elevators to ship. The 
high prices that have prevailed during 
the last two or three mon.ius was u great 
incentive to country deaiers to snip what 
seed they had to market as tiust pos- 
sible. For this reason, it is thought that 
country stocks, outside of what will be 
required tor seed purposes, are about de- 
pleted. 

What little seed arrives at 
on sale is readily absorbed. Crushers 
realize that there will probably be a 
searcity of seed before another crop is 
harvested, and they are anxious to get 
what seed is offered. Stocks of seed in 
public elevators at Minneapolis for the 
week ended February 12 increased a lit- 
tie over 14,000 bushels. Stocks are now 
about 10,000 bushels more than a year 
ago at this time. Private stocks of 
seed, however, are said to be lighter 
than for five years at this time. Not- 
withstanding this, the oil mills are fairly 
well supplied with seed and were it not 
for the searcity of cars they would be 
operating nearer full capacity, They are 
greatly handicapped in securing cars for 
shipment South and East. The railroads 
refuse to allow their cars to be loaded 
for shipment to points off their lines so 
that the oil mills cannot at times un- 
load theid seed and reload the cars with 
cake or oil for shipment. 

The dullness in the market is reflected 
in prices. There has been very little 
fluctuation in values all week. Cash seed 
here still commands a premium of %4@lc. 
over Duluth spot and May. The under- 
tone has been stronger, and prices ad-

vanced a little daily, the net increase for | 


the week being 1%c. Compared with the 
corresponding day last year, spot seed 
at the close to-day in Minneapolis is 54%4c. 
higher, 

At Duluth the action of the market 
was light all week. ‘Transactions gen- 
erally were limited to small lots, with 
offerings comparatively light. There were 
no shipments during the week, and stocks 
in public elevators show an increase of 
a little over 8,000 bushels. This shows 
how light the daily receipts are, Prices 
for the week snow an increase in spot 
und May of 1\%c., and in September of 
ge. There is no inquiry for the distant 
option, traders showing no interest in 
it whatever.

$2.1642. Cash transactions were confined 
to a part car, which sold at $2.16. Friday 
was about the same. There was little or 
nothing doing all day. Opening at $2.16, 
with practically no trading, the market 
advaiced to and closed at $2.17. Monday 
the market was considerably stronger, al- 
though business was light. No cash sales 
were reported, and trading in options was 
confined to a few small lots of May. This 
opened at Friday's close, but early ad- 

ranced to $2.18%. Later it advanced to 
$2.19, but after a dull day it declined and 
closed ut $2.184%. It was reported Monday 
from Buenos Ayres that American in- 
terests were buying for shipment to the 
United States about 4,000,000 bushels of the 
exportable surplus of this year’s Argen- 
tine crop of flaxseed. Verification of this 
rumor was not in evidence. Tuesday was 
not different from the preceding days, 
The market opened at Monday’s close, and 
advanced to $2.18%, where it closed. Re- 
ceipts continued very light. To-day the 
market was inactive and trading confined 
to sma!! lots of May. 

The question of how much seed is held 
back in the country is, of course, one 
in which the crushers of the country are 
much interested. Opinions differ widely. 
lt was reported on ’Change Monday that 
one company had made a thorough can- 
vass of the situation and was prepared 
to state that the total stocks of flaxseed 
at present stored in elevators in 265 
towns in the three Northwestern States 
does not exceed a half million bushels. 
Some are inclined to the opinion that this 
estimate is too conservative, while others 
believe it is near the truth. It is thought 
that there is in country elevators and 
held back on farms, above swhat will 
be required for seeding purposes in the 
spring, not over 1% million bushels. 
There is, of course, a large quantity of 
seed held up on sidetracks in the country 
that has not yet been reported. If oil 
shipments are any criterion of how cars 
can be juggled with and practically lost 
between here and Chicago, crushers would 
not be at ali surprised if the quantity 
of seed held up in transit between in- 
terior stations in the Northwest and 
Minneapolis should prove to be over 200

With spring approaching, however, 
ers are showing a little more interest in 
prices. This is particularly so in the 
South, Sales do not show much improve- 
ment. They are rather light. One crusher 
1eported seven or eight sales last week 
of from one to five cars each, They were 
mostly for quick shipment, although some 
were for delivery seattered through 
March, April and May. Stocks in the 
East are undoubtedly light, as buyers 
have not purchased on this crop as freely 
as in previous years, The Minneapolis 
oil mills, of course, had more orders on 
their books at the beginning of 1910 than 
in preceding years, but they were all 
taken late in 1909, after buyers had held 
off until they were sure that the prices 
then ruling were on a legitimate basis. 
However, some large buyers have still 
to contract for their spring and summer 
needs and it is expected that when the 
spring demand really opens there will be 
a searcity of spot oil. 

Crushers have not been able to make 
shipments as freely as they would like to 
on account of the scarcity of tank and 
other cars, and their stocks of oil have 
moderately increased. One Minneapolis 
mill has leased fifty or sixty extra tank 
cars, in addition to what it controls itself, 
but even with these extra cars it is unable 
to get enough to keep its customers and 
agents supplied. The increase in oil 
stocks at the mills is only temporary. As 
soon as tank cars are obtainable in any 
quantity and crushers are able to load oil 
freely stocks will rapidly decrease. Crush- 
ers are said to be behind on deliveries 
owing to the car situation. One mill re- 
ported to-day that a tank car billed out of 
Minneapolis December 24 for Chicago is 
still stalled at some point in Wisconsin. 
Other mills report similar delays. 

Reports from the East are that small 
buyers are getting along with just as little 
oil as possible, owing to the high prices, 
and are paying little attention to future 
needs, This present attitude on the part 
of buyers will doubtless create a sharp 
demand later, when their stocks are ex-

While the foreign demand for linseed 
il cake tor quick shipment is limited, 
rushers maintain their prices at the high 
sevel, due to the apparently increasing 
uemand for oil meal for domestic con- 
sumption. Importers on the Continent are 
showing little interest in cake at present, 
‘ither tor prompt or future shipment, al- 
hough of course there is a little inquiry 
right along. Crushers, however, are weil 

situated to orders. Their output for 
nearby shipment is taken cars of and 
they are not offering any except at a 
sti premium over the future. Were a 
buyer in need of cake and anxious to get 
it crushers would probably ask for $33 
per ton. Some, however, would be will- 
ing to sell the cake if they had it to 
ofter at $32.50, f. o. b. Minneapolis. For 
repruary and tirst half March shipment, 
crushers ask $32@32.50, and for last halt 
March and April shipment, $31.50 per ton, 
(on that basis there is little new busines 
passing. Importers are apparently un- 
wilhing to contract for future supplies at 
present, although their supplies are ad- 
i iedly low.

Locally the market has been quiet, 
prices being litthke more than nominal, fol- 
lowing closely the price quotations in the 
Northwest. Receipts of seed have been 
mostly by the crushing interests and ar- 
rivals have been somewhat less. than 
they were last week, notwithstanding the 
fact that there has been a freer move- 
ment in the Northwest recently. Crush- 
ers are running as closely to regular 
time as they can with the seed that 
they are able to get, but, were it not 
for their cake contracts, many of which 
are still behind, there would be no press- 
ing need of hurrying their presses for 
the reason that there is only a slight 
demand for oil. The conditions locally 
are much the reflex of those that exist 
in the Northwest, though the Chicago 
crushers have been somewhat hampered 
in their business by the fact that the 
railroads are unable to keep their trains 
running on anything like regular schedule 
time. This means that seed bought in 
the Northwest at a certain time, and 
expected here within a stated period, of- 
ten does not arrive till many days, and 
sometimes weeks, later than it was in- 
tended it would, Naturally this is not 
calculated to put crushers in the best 
humor, but it is a condition which can- 
not be remedied. How long there will 
be the present shortage in seed cannot be 
said, but there seems to be a feeling in 
some quarters that seed supplies are 
not going to be so short as has been 
supposed. It is known that about 4,000,- 
000 bushels of Argentine seed already 
have been bought by American crushers 
and about 2,000,000 bushels of Canadian, 
and the strange thing about the Argen- 
tine situation is that while Europe will 
be short several million bushels the 
crushers there seem willing to let 
the American crushers buy the Ar- 
gentine seed under their very noses.

LINSEED OLL. 

The market is firm at 73c. for raw oil 
in car lots, this price being practically the 
ligure that was asked last week. While 
there is nu sharp activity in the trade, 
there is a noticeable improvement in the 
market over that of a few weeks ago, 
though most of the sales now are in 
smalier lots than cars, and are largely to 
the country, the paint grinders doing 
little aside from withdrawing oil on 
their standing contracts. The peculiar 
thing about the oil market is that there 
are sO many contracts coming to light 
lately. Karlier in the season it was hard 
to tind a crusher who would admit that 
he had made any liberal contracts, and 
yet recentiy the paint men have been do- 
ing no new buying and have depended 
entirely on their old purchases on con- 
traci. It would look as though some of 
the crushers had made the original situa- 
tion a litle worse than it was. There 
is no disposition to seale the price now 
being quoted down to a lower figure, and 
the trade expresses the belief that spring 
busiiess will be large enough to take the 
stocks which the crushers now have. 
With English oil offered freely here and 
in the Fast, at a price less than the 
domestic figure, there does not seem to 
be any reason why the paint men should 
not have enough oil to last them. It may 
seem strange that European oil is being 
offered here, when Europe has been ex- 
pressing the fear that there would not be 
enough seed for their own needs, but it 
must be remembered that on the other 
side cake, and not oil, is the principal 
product of seed, and that as the demand 
for linseed oil there is not almost ex- 
clusively for as it is here, the 
substitution soan fats releases 
linseed oii, and permits the crushers 
there to expert it, 


LINSEED CAKE. 

There is little new to be said about the 
cake market. There is none here to be 
had from the local crushers, and brokers 
report that Minneapolis is not offering 
much cake. Demand on the other side 
seems to be quiet, there being little spot 
inquiry, and makers are not inclined to 
take chances on selling for the future. 
Local crushers still have their trouble in 
keeping up with their previous commit- 
ments, because of the fact that they are 
unable to secure the seed. Export cake 
is quoted at $34, and what might be avail- 
able otherwise is being used to satisfy the 
demand for meal on the part of the do- 
mestic users.

CORN OIL. 

is about steady 
with stocks small and sellers re- 
porting an inquiry which promises to 
take care of the bulk of this oil without 
any special effort on the part of holders 
to dispose of it. Domestic demand is 
good, while there is little inquiry on for- 
eign account, due probably largely to the 
fact that the foreign buyers consider it 
useless to bid for this oil against the do- 
mestic users. In tanks corn oil is quoted 
at $6 per hundredweight, Chicago, and in 
barrels at %6.45. 

LARD OIL 

The market is firm and active at the 
old prices, and in view of the high price 
to which the raw material has gone there 
seems to be a general bullish feeling on 
the part of makers, so that it would not 
be surprising if the market were to show 
another advance in the near future. Hogs 
reached the highest level in forty years 
to-day, and this forced up the price of 
lard, so that the prospects for a liberal 
stock of oil are not at all good. The fol- 
lowing is the price range:—Prime, per 
gallon, $1. extra, 90c.; extra No. 1, T0c.;

for spot in car lots the metal is freely 
offered in New York for both prompt 
and nearby deliveries at 4.55e. It is 
the general opinion that there is a con- 
siderable accumulation at producing 
points, and this in a large measure has 
been due to the easier and lower posi- 
tion of the market.

The cottonseed 
meal made by this mill is shipped to Germany, 
and some even to Hull, England. Should the 
farmers of Servia and adjacent regions be led 
to adopt the modern methods in stock feeding, 
as practiced by progressive agriculturists in 
Western Europe and the United States, great 
financial benefits would result to them. They 
have all of the prerequisites, large plains, 
plenty of grain and cattle, and now cottonseed 
meal. There was a great export trade in live 
stock to many parts of Europe, and this could 
be converted into excellent beef, packed meats, 
etc., were the people sufficiently progressive 
to adopt modern methods. 

“The United States is entitled to the most- 
favored nation treatment in Servian markets. 
The chief of customs said the question of 
putting cottonseed oil imported as a comestible 
on the same footing as other table oils had 
never before been brought to the attention of 
their government. 

“The good points of this oil were outlined to 
the chief of customs, and a sample was sent 
to him, so that he could observe by actual 
tests its good cooking and salad-dressing quali- 
ties, and it is hoped that cottonseed oil will 
soon be permitted to enter at the same rate

In writing from Sofia under date of 


December 18, 1909, Mr. Brode treats of the 
siturtion as regards American cotton- 
seed products in Bulgaria as follows: 


“Bulgaria imports annually about 18,000 bar- 
rels of comestible oils, composed mostly of 
olive oil, sunflowerseed oil, sesame oil and 
arachis oil, amounts being in the order named. 
Practically no cottonseed oil is imported. The 
Bulgarian tariff contains a provision that no 
cottonseed oil can cnter Bulgaria without hav- 
ing been first denatured. About seven years 
ago a shipment of very inferior eottonseed 
oil was shipped into Bulgaria from some 
European mill, and a number of peasants 
were made sick by it. From the description 
of this oi] it must have been rancid crude oil. 
When the present tariff was drawn up the 
stipulation for denaturizing was imposed 
against the cottonseed oil, and inasmuch as 
this clause in the tariff has never since been 
seriously complained against, it has never 
been removed. 

“The duty on denatured cottonseed oil in 
Bulgaria is 15 leva per 100 kilos (1 lev—19.3c. 
1 kilo, 2.2 pounds), while that on olive oil 
and other comestible vegetable oils is only 10 
leva per 100 kilos. This places the cottonseed 
oil at a severe disadvantage, even if the 
denatured clause against it did not exist in 
the tariff. There is a heavy excise tax in 
addition, but this is the same on all the oils. 
Average samples of cottonseed oil have been

sent to the Bulgarian official 
analysis to verify its wholesomeness. 
“There is practically no comestible oils 


produced in Bulgaria, and should the restric- 
tions against cottonseed oil be removed, it is 
thought that the greater advantage of the 
annual importation of comestible oils will be 
replaced by cottonseed oil. For this reason 
it is advisable for American refiners to appoint 
and be prepared to

“The annual export trade amounts to over 
$20,000,000, and the annual import trade 
amounts to about $26,000,000. Of this business 
the United States gets very little. The main

there is much hope for an outlet in Roumania 
for American cottonseed oil. The finest grades 
of olive oil are too expensive to find ready 
outlets in the Roumanian market. Samples of 
the best American cottonseed oil, with direc 
tions as to how it should be used, have been 
sent to the Minister of Foreign Affairs ot 
Roumania, so he can demonstrate in his own 
household the palatability of that American 
product. 

“There are annually consumed in Roumania 
about 25,000 barrels of comestible oils, of 
which about 20,000 barrels are olive oil and 
about 2,500 barrels cottonseed oil. Olive oll is 
now retailing at 240 to 360 francs per 100 
kilos, 21 to 28 cents per pound, according to 
the quality; whereas the mixture of cottonseed 
oil and olive oil retails for about 16 cents per 
pound. The wholesale prices of cottonseed oii 
have ranged during the last two years between 


75> francs and 9 france per 100 kilos (6.5 
cents to 8.1 cents per pound). Olive oil has 


ranged from 240 francs per 100 kilos (21 cent. 
per pound) upward. The duty on either oil i:

“Most of the cottonseed oil that is imported 


by Roumania comes through the port of Gaiatz. 
It is mostly consumed in Moldavia, in the 
northern part of Roumania, but it is scarcely 
known to the consumer under its own name. 
Nearly all of the cottonseed oil reaches the 
consumer in the form of a mixture of cotton 
seed oil and olive oil. The consumer thinks he 
is buying the pure olive oil. American re» 
finers having agents in Roumania should in 
struct them to endeavor by all possible means 
to introduce cottonseed oil to the consumer 
under its own name, and also to persuade the 
retailers who handle the product to sell it 
under the name of ‘cottonseed oil.’ A _ trial 
by the consumer will convince him of its good 
qualities. Once established the cottonseed oil 
on its own merits and the necessity of selling 
mixtures in which the cheapest oil available is 
used as a base will cease. 

“The total imports of all materials into 
Roumania amount to about $86,000,000, and 
the total exports amount to about $110,000,000. 


This trade is mainly divided up among Ger- 
many, Austria, England, Italy, France, Tur- 
key. Belgium, Russia, Switzerland and Hol-

‘“‘The Roumanians are willing to buy on the 
terms of cash against documents on the ar- 
rival of goods in the ports of Galatz and 
Braila. Drafts can be drawn on the banking 
firms of Bucharest, who can present the docu- 
ments through their agents at the ports on the 
arrival of the goods. The most direct line by 
which to ship goods is the Greek Transatlantic 
Steam Navigation Company, which has steam 
ers from New York to Constantinople, and the 
Ionian Steamship Company has weekly sail- 
ings to the Roumanian ports. By this route 
there will be only one transshipment.”’

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Possibilities for Reciprocal Tariffs. 


HOPE THAT SATISFACTORY ARRANGE- 
MENTS WILL BE MADE WITH 
FRANCE AND AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Washington, Feb, 18, 1910. 

The success which has attended the ne- 
gotiations by the State Department and 
tne United States Tariff Board in secur- 
ing the minimum German rates for the 
minimum rates of the United States tariff 
encourages the officials that the same re- 
sults will attend the segotiations with 
other countries, notably France, 

The attention of the officials is being di- 
rected at this time particularly to the 
negotiations with France and Austria- 
Hungary. What is especially desired by 
the United States officials is some assur- 

e ance that American goods in the French 
markets shal] be given the same treat- 
ment as accorded the commodities of com- 
petiung nations in those markets. 

One of the matters arising with respect 
to the negotiations with Austria-Hungary 
relates to the treatment by that country 
of American cottonseed products, espe- 
cially vils. The rate of duty on American 
cottonseed oil in the Hungarian market is 
28 cents a gallon, while olive oil pays only 
3 cents and other edible oils are admitted 


at rates of approximately 10 cents a gal- 
lon. At a time when the rate of duty on 
cottonseed oil in the market of Austria- 
Hungary ranged at between 5 and 6 cents 


a gallon a large trade was established 
and sales aggregating nearly $2,000,000 
worth a year were made in the Austria- 
Hungary markets. The increased duties, 
however, have been disastrous to this 
trade. 

As to the situation with respect to 


France, it is also regarded as highly de- 
sirable that in exchange for the minimum 
rates of our tariff France shall concede 
the mimimum rates of her tariff. At the 
present time American commodities in the 
French markets are assessed the maxi- 
mum French rates. This situation will 
continue at least until March 31, when it 
is believed, if the negotiations as to these 
tariff differences shall be successful, the 
French minimum will be exchanged for 
the minimum rates of the United States 
tariff on French goods in these markets. 

The latest intimations, however, are to 
the effect that the French government 
is not inclined to make further conces- 
sions tu the United States, either on their 
tariff or on questions of reciprocal treat- 
ment of American goods. If the French 
uuthorities adhere to this of course the 
maximum rates of the United States tariff 
will become imperative on March 31.

Western Trade Notes, 


John <A. MeGean, president of the 
Americun Linseed Company, was in Chi- 
cago the past week. Mr. McGean, though 
not inclined to give expression of his 
opinion concerning the future of the flax- 
seed market, did suggest that he thought 
the situation might be susceptible of im- 
provement on tile side of lower prices, 
ov at least that supplies of seed might 
prove to be more closely approximating 
the needs of the crushers than generally 
nad been supposed. “If we take as true 
tne statements that there have already 
been about 100,00 bushels of seed 
bought by American crushers in the Ar- 
ventine, and L see no reason to doubt this 
statement,’ he said, “then it means that 
there is just that much less American 
seed required. Add to this supply, which 
I uiderstand is being augmented now by 
further purcinases, the 2,000,000 bushels 
Which this country will get from Canada, 
und the possible purchases of Indian 
seed which mity be made in the 
near future, and it may be seen 
that even though the American crop 
is less than 20,000,600 bushels, there will 
still be seed enough so that there should 
be no uctual famine in oil. It may seem 
strange that the European crushers, who 
face a decreuse in the supply of linseed 
in the Argentine, will allow the American 
crusher to buy the seed and ‘watch the 
process with caimness, but if an inves- 
tigation is made it will be found that 
there is not the demand for linseed oil 
on the other side of the water that there 
has been. There linseed oil goes into 
many other lines than paint and varnish. 
There is no sentiment about using this 
oil, and no other kind for any particular 
purpose, Linseed oii, if it can be bought 
right, will be used, and if not corn oil, 
soya bean oil, cottonseed oil or any other 
oil that can be evenly partially substi- 
tuted. When the price of linseed oil gets 
so high, demand for it for soaps and 
other uses outside of its use in paints 
falls off, and with the demand cut down 
the price naturally falls. Something like 
this seems to have happened, hence the 
fact that foreign linseed oj] is being of- 
fered in New York and Chicago at a price 
usder the domestic oil, even after the duty 
of l5e, is paid.”’ 

The gala event in the history of the 
Social Drug Club of this city took place 
last Friday evening at the Hote] La 
Salle, when a ball was given as the first 
affair of the “larger club.”’

Hardeastle. of the American 
Linseed Company, Minneapolis, exhibited 
on ‘Change last week a sample of golden 
flaxseed. His company owned about 800 
bushels of this seed and was holding it at 
Portland, Ore., for sale in small lots 
for seeding purposes. The golden variety 
of flaxseed is said to contain about 40 per 
cent. of oil, while the brown seed con- 
tains from 36 to 39 per cent. The golden 
seed sells at 50c. premium over the brown, 
or 32.7 per bushel f. 0. b. Portland. This 
seed came originally from India and sev- 
eral small lots have been raised for seed 
only. One large North Dakota farmer is 
reported to have purchased sufficient to 
seed about forty acres next spring. 


An obstruction of some sort in a grain 
conveyor running from an adjoining ele- 
vator to the plant of the Midland Linseed 
Company, at Minneapolis, caused a break 
in the conveyor and allowed the seed to 
fall on to the roof of the engine room. 
The seed piled up until the weight caused 
the roof to cave in. The portion of. the 
roof that fell deranged the fire sprinkler 
system and saturated the seed. It was

few hours until the seed was shoveled out 
and the conveyor repaired. The property 
damage was light.

The severity of winter has had a gen- 
erally retarding effect unon operations 
in the Eastern fields, in many of which 
practically 
the heavy covering Operators 
on the whole are preparing for thei 
usual resumption of development work 
by spring and indications point to 
drilling of a more venturesome charac- 
ter in many sections which have not 
been thoroughly tested. West Virginia 
promises to be one of the most active 
of wildcat operations during 
the coming season. The history of the 
Shinnston pool in Harrison county, the 
most prolific of the new developments 
in the high grade fields list year, will 
undoubtedly act as a stimulus to the 
more thorough exploitation of territory 
outside of the established fields of the 
State. The resources of the Shinnston 
formation were again demonstrated 
Within the last few days by “shooting” 
of the wells that came in light 
producers, as well as some of the com- 
pletions which had shown a material 
slump from a large initial capacity. As 
u result the total output of the pool 
which had fallen below 5,000 barrels a 
day was raised to 7,000 barrels, but it 
was not believed that the higher level 
could be maintained unless new wells 
of more than average production were 
brought in. The prospects for an ex- 
tension of the pool are still considered 
encouraging. Tyler county is regarded 
as one of the most promising fields of 
West Virginia. particularly in the 
Keener sand development Lincoln 
district. This formation is now credit- 
ed with a daily production of 600 bar- 
rels from two farms and by the end of 
the month operators believe it will 
show «an increase to 1,000 barrels.

In the Southeastern Ohio 
section the deep sand formation of 
Fairfield and Perry counties is attract- 
ing wider interest and the unusual re- 
sults that have been experienced 
around Bremen, Fairfield county, have 
occasioned a town lot development 
there. The two record producers in 
the formation were reported to be 
holding up at 255 and 335 barrels a day, 
respectively, and with several later 
completions of more than average ca- 
pacity, the output has been increased 
to 5,000 barrels a day. In the Alliance 
district of Columbiana county a well 
promising for a 50-barrel producer was 
completed and a valuable gas well was 
drilled in wildcat territory seven miles 
southeast of Homeworth in Hanover 
township. No particular activity is 
noted in the Lima fields of Northwest- 
ern Ohio and Indiana, weather condi- 
tions being still a handicap to field 
work. Indiana furnished a completion 
of surpassing interest in the Muncie 
district of Delaware county, coming in 
at the rate of 250 barrels a day. It 
was within well defined limits, the Oak- 
land City field in Southwestern In- 
diana leads in completed work and 
promises to be the scene of most ac- 
tive drilling during the coming season. 
The week’s results in Kentucky were 
light, owing to the unfavorable 
weather, and three completions § in 
Wayne and the drilling of a dry hole 
in Clay county were reported.

HEARING ON THE HEYBURN BILL—SUB 
COMMITTEE OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
MANUFACTURES DEVOTES TWO DAYS 

TO CONSIDERATION OF PROPOSED 
PAINT LAW—MASTER PAINTERS 
FAVOR THE MEBEASURE—MANU- 
FACTURERS ARE DIVIDED IN

17th and 18th insts., to a consideration of 
Senate bill 1130, introduced by Mr. Hey- 
burn, “for preventing the manufacture, 
sale or transportation of adulterated or 
mislabeled paint, turpentine or linseed 
oil.” 


The consideration given by the commit- 


tee at this time was in the way of hear- 
ings, at which expressions of opinion 
were given by representatives of manu- 


facturers and deaiers in paints and mas- 
ter painters, and representatives of asso- 
ciations of manufacturers and master 
painters. In addition to this testimony, 
some of the government officials, notably 
Dr. Walker, of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
und Dr. Stratton, chief of the Bureau of 
Standards, appeared and gave evidence 
regarding the results of experiments made 


either in the chemical laboratory or un- 
der the direction of the officials of the 
gureau of Standards with a variety of 


materials, 

The essence of the statements made by 
the manufacturers in opposition to the 
Heyburn bill is that they do not believe 
it desirable or fair to require of manu- 
facturers of paints to place formula la- 
bels upon packages which go before the 
public, The manufacturers claim that in 


most instances really valuable paints are 
the result of combinations or use of cer- 
tain materials in such combinations by 


secret processes, known only to the manu- 
facturer, whereby what the manufacturer 


believes to be the best results are at- 
tained. At the same time the manufac- 
turers admit that it would be desirable 
to have some Federal law which would 
prevent misbranding or false misrepre- 


sentations on packages us to contents, and 
also penalties for underweights. 

On behalf of the master painters repre- 
sentations were that in the main the Hey- 
burn bill is along right lines. The claim 
is made that not only the purchasers of 
paints and oils, but the consumers of 
these commodities ought to have unadul- 
terated products and to obtain positive 
“assurance of what is represented on the 
package is contained therein, either from 
adulterated or inferior substances. 

One of the most interesting points 
brought out in connection with the hear- 
ing was a statement by a master painter 
to the effect that by the purchases of 
standard brands of paints and oils no 
doubt was raised in the mind of the pur- 
chaser regarding the excellence of the 
material obtained. From the chairman of 
the committee, Senator Heyburn, and 
from Senator Oliver, of Pensylvania, also 
“a member of the sub-committee, queries 
were propounded along lines of the sub- 
ject under consideration. The queries of 
Senator Oliver were merely put forth to 
bring from both sides evidence of what 
benefit would be derived to the ultimate 
consumer of paints by formula labels 
upon packages when the consumer does 
not see the package and places his de- 
pendence entirely upon the honesty of the 
master painter who does the work.

STATEMENT OF JOHN DEWAR. REPRE- 

SENTING THE INTERNATIONAL $ 





FOCIATION OF MASTER PAINT- 
ERS AND DECORATORS 


Mr. Dewar:—Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, 
I feel myself at a disadvantage in being called 
upon to open up this very grave discussion, 
which affects the master painter and the con- 
sumer of paint all over this country, as well 
as the manufacturer of paint, but, realizing 
that it is facts that you are after, 1 propose 
to deal alone with facts in the matter. 

The position of the master painter and the 
consumer of paint in the country to-day is 
that he is, in his purchases, buying a pig ‘ina 
poke; he is swapping, as it were, his jack 
knife sight unseen; he is going into the mar- 
ket to purchase a commodity, where he knows 
what he wants, but he does not know that he 
is getting it. It is only when his paint washes 
off the building or cracks with fissures that 
resembles that of the alligator skin that he 
knows he has been defeated in his attempt to 
produce in his work the best results possible. 
When he goes into the lead market for the 
purchase of his lead he is confronted with 
certain labels on packages that are marked 
‘‘Pure White Lead,’ and on analysis finds 
that that lead may contain 1 per cent. of car- 
bonate of lead or 30 per cent. or 50 per cent 
It is all lead to him—as it appears in the 
package—because I want to emphasize the fact 
as a practical man, having served in my 
business as master and man for thirty yeafs. 
T want to emphasize the fact, gentlemen, and 
every manufacturer here will agree with me 
that no man is capable of distinguishing the 
good from the bad by simply looking at it, 
not even smelling it, although the mixed 
paint may contain 50 per cent. of petroleum. 
These, gentlemen, are the days when the 
art and science of adulteration is rampant al] 
over this country. In the days of the pure 
food and drug exposure people stood back and 
«asped at the results produced. I want to tell 
you that in the paint industry of this day, 
and I say it advisedly, the same adulteration. 
the same mislabeling are rampant. and we 
have the proof of it. There is a bulletin No 














70 as issued by Dr. Ladd, Commissioner of 
Agiicuiture in North Dakota, a man _ who 
Stands second to none, and the manufac- 
tureis present will agree with me, and the 
chemists present, if any, will agree with me 
that he stands second to none in his knowl- 
edge of paint and paint materials. He goes 
out into the market to purchase throughout 
the general market paints, and he anaiyzs 
them. I present Commissioner Ladd’s bulietin 
No. 70, which contains the analyses of lead 
and mixed paint purchased in the open mar- 
ket, and the exposition. The analyses of those 
pants ani leads prove that the = greates 
amount of aduiteration is carried on al) over 
the county and were that not true, were his 
analyses not true in the spirit and to the let- 


ter, why that book—— 

Senator Oliver:—Does he give the labels and 
names of the parties? 

Mr. Dewar:--Yes, sir; the whole thing. He 
analyzes all through and shows as high as Ww 
per cent. of water in mixed paints, and shows 


adulterations to the extent of 70 per cent. 


The Chairman:—Will you please point out 
the things that you think are important in 
that, and let a reference be directed to them?

Mr. Dewar:—Yes, sir I also present Dr. 
Ladd’s Bulletin No. 8&6, which goes into a 
later investigation—in fact it is just issued— 
on the condition of paint as found in the 
Eastern market, and we find in it mixed paint 
containing as high as 39 per cent. water in 
place of linseed oil, which is the life of the 
paint. What does that amount of water mean? 
What does over 5 per cent. of water—what 
does 3 per cent. of water—mean in a mixed 
paint? It means that it is taking the place 
of the life of that paint and it will permit 
the moisture from the rain and the snow to 
enter into that paint and shortly it will break 
away and wash away. Why? Because there 
is no binding property in the water; it is 
Vitiated; it becomes dissipated, and there we 
have a paint that we buy in the market The 
agriculturists all over the United Sta use 
it largely, the mixed paint. The farming 
industry all over the United States uses the 
inixed paint. In this book it also shows that 
there is as high as 100 per cent, adulteration 
in the mixed paints, 

Senator Oliver:—Where do we get the rest? 

Mr. Dewar:—It is all adulterants; there is 
ne rest to it In six months there will be 
nothing left of it. It is gone. I want to say 
in this connection that the leading manufac- 
turers of the country to-day have read the 


handwriting upon the wall, just as it appeared 
to Belchazzar of old—‘‘Thou hast been weighed 
in the balance and found wanting’’—and to- 
day the leading manufacturers of this country 
have read the handwriting on the wall and are 
labeling their goods. Here is John W. Masury 
& Sons. Every pint of stuff that leaves their 
factory in New York State has the formula 
label, and a label that does not contain the 
forinula does not amount to anything, because 


he can put the paint into factories, name 
and labeling matter, and is not claiming any- 
thing for it so far. °

Mr. Dewar:—If we do not have a Federal 
law back of that, supported by the United 
States government, how are we know that 
the labels, even if they do put on the 
cans, are correct?

STATEMENT OF ERNEST T. TRIGG, GEN- 
ERAL MANAGER JOHN LUCAS & 
CO., PHILADELPHIA, PA. 
Mr. Trigg:—Mr. Chairman, I have made 


notes in a general way of the comments that 
I want to make here this morning, and I shall 
not attempt to reply directly to any of the 
comments of Mr. Dewar. 

Mr. Dewar:—One moment. Mr. Chairman, 
may I be pardoned if I ask a question? Ig it 
just quite fair; is he here to criticise my 
statement or to make a statement of his own? 

Chairman:—You are here to criticise each 
other. We want to purge the whole thing 
and get at it from the beginning. So you 
will have the same right. 

Mr. Trizgg:—The comments I have to make 
will not be in reply to anything that Mr. De- 
war has said to you; on the contrary I will 
set forth in a general way the objections of 
paint manufacturers to the Senate bill. The 
attitude of thoughtful men toward paint legis- 
lation along the lines suggested is based on 
something deeper and broader than its mere 
temporary effect upon their business. While 
there can be no possible objection on the 
part of any honest manufacturer in any line 
to laws compelling net weights and measures 
nor any valid objection to laws penalizing 
misrepresentation or misstatement on labels 
or in advertising matter, the laws proposed 
zo much further, in that they require the 
formula on the package. This proposes to 
take from the paint manufacturer, without 
compensation, one of his chief assets. It opens 
to ignorant, indolent, or irresponsible compe- 
tition an easy road to commercial piracy, par- 
ticularly so in view of the fact that the du- 
plication of a formula does not necessarily 
imply a duplication of quality, there being 
other vital considerations, such as grading of 
materials for color, fineness, strength and tone, 
thorough grinding and _ incorporation, etc., 
equally as important, if not more so, than 
the composition chemically, 

After several years’ experience with certain 
State laws along this same line, and a care- 
ful sizing up of the results, we cannot see 
wherein such a law serves any good purpose. 











While the law is supposedly in the interests 
of the consumer it is a fact that the formula 
labels now in use in States where they are 
required by law are thoroughly unintelligent 
to the average consumer. For example, the 
analysis label appearing on a certain small 
package of household paint reads as follows:-

To the average consumer this simply repre- 
sents a mass of figures which insures nothing 
to him so far as results are concerned and we 
contend that results are what the consumer 
requires and expects from the manufacturer 
rather than a mere statement of composition. 
Such an analysis label affords no protection 
to the house owner whose work is intrusted 
to an unscrupulous painter. It is a fortunate 
thing for consumers that there are some hon- 
est, conscientious painters, but it is even more 
fortunate that there are those among the craft 
whose standard of honesty and integrity is 
sufficiently low to permit of extensive manipu- 
lation of first-class materials supplied to them 
with which to do the work—— 

Senator Oliver:—Mr. Trigg, I suppose an un- 
scrupulous dealer can take good materials and 
water them or doctor them and do very bad 
work, but would it be possible for the most 
unscrupulous dealer to do the work with bad 
material? 

Mr. Trigg:—In answer to your first ques- 
tion it would be possible for a dealer to 
manipulate and adulterate so-called good ma- 
terials—— 

Senator Oliver:—But if the material to begin 
with had already been manipulated or adul- 
terated would it be possible for the dealer 
to-do good work? 


Mr. Trigg:—It would not be possible to do 
good work with it, no, sir. It would not be 
possible for him to do good work with first- 


class material which he had adulterated. 

Senator Oliver:—But you cannot take poor 
material and do good work with it. 

Mr. Trigg:—No, sir; if you make the same 
adulteration and you start in the one instance 
with a better class of goods and in another 
instance surely the same relative results would 
continue all down the line, as I say, if you 
used the same kind of adulteration. No mat- 
ter how good a paint product may be the re- 
sults obtained from its use (and with it the 
manufacturer’s reputation) oftentimes stands 
a very poor chance in the hands of such a 
painter. Positively no good purpose can be 
served by the formula label on the package 
in such cases. 

Chairman:—Let me interrupt you. You sav 
no good purpose can be served. Do vou not 
think some good purpose can be served to the 
ultimate consumer if the goods did contain 
white lead of a very small percentage by means 
of the formula? 

Mr. Trigg:—I was saying this,

Chairman:—In that case he would be pun- 
ished for the same fraud that might be per- 
petrated by any one else. 

Mr. Trigg:—I do not understand the reading 
of the law that way 

Chairman:—We have a law that reads that 
way. 





Mr. Trigg:—We are dealing with the bill as 
we read it. We did not understand that there 
was any such provision as that. : 

Chairman:—The manufacturers certainly do 
not suppose that there was any fraud of a 
kind that might be perpetrated that would 
make the party answerable to the law. 

Mr. Trigg:—That is a practice that has been 
in force to a very large extent for a great 
many years. I believe the painters present 
will agree with me in that statement—there 
are painters who have followed that sort of 
practice for a good many years, and I at least 
have never heard of any punishment being 
meted out for that kind of practice. The 
placing of formula labels on a paint can, as 
stated before, opens the road for irresponsible 
competition to duplication and the outright 
stealing of another's stock in trade. No in- 
competent manufacturer will take the trouble 
to investigate or study if he can poach on the 
business of the leaders in the industry by sim- 
ply copying the formulas on their can. Under 
such conditions all incentives to progress or 
improvement would be gone, since no manu- 
facturer would care to spend his money in 
investigation when all that he might discover 
or develop must be published on the first can 
of paint sold. It has been said that the pub- 
lication of paint formule does not work any 
addtional hardship to the manufacturer for 
the reason that any chemist can analyze a 
paint sample and determine its composition. 
This statement is not based upon fact, as can 
be shown by instance after instance of analysis 
made by experienced chemists, including gov- 
ernment chemists, which have varied radically 
from one another, and from the actual compo- 
sition of the material. Furthermore, compo- 
sition is not the only thing necessary to make 
a good paint. The selection of the materials, 
methd of procedure, proper and thorough in- 
corporation—in a word, a very liberal per- 
centage of paint brains is absolutely essen- 
tial in the production of a good paint, It is 
one thing for an irresponsible manufacturer 
to purchase a can of paint made by some re- 
putable grinder, send it to a theoretical analyst 
for analysis, and with this information pro- 
duce a paint of his own which he claims to 
be equal to the other brand. It is quite an- 
other story for such an irresponsible manu- 
facturer to have the printed analysis or a 
reputable manufacturer printed on his own 
labels, word for word, and percentage for per- 
centage, and then stand his can of paint along- 
side the other can in the open market and 
show that his composition is exactly the same, 
In the first instance, it is simply the word 
of the irresponsible manufacturer against the 
years of service and responsible dealing of the 
other. 

Chairman:—Do you mean that, even though 
thea facts were not true, he might so label it? 
One of the provisions of this bill requires that 
if any such statement as that shall be made 
regarding the ingredients or the substances 
contained therein, which statement, design or 
device shall be false or misleading in any 
particular, then the party shall be criminally 
liable, 

Mr. Trigg:—I do not mean that. I mean that 
the irresponsible manufacturer might have a 
paint which would chemically analyze the 
same in the hands of a chemist, or show to 
be the same thing. 

Chairman:—Would that be unfair because 
it happens to analyze just the same as some 
other paint? 

Mr. Trigg:—I am coming to that. Just a 
word in connection with the manufacture of 
paint. The durability of a paint depends upon 
the length of time the pigments and liquids in 
the paint remain combined as a part of one 
another. Just as soon as separation sets in 
disintegration of the paint film begins. Con- 
sequently you will readily understand that the 
more thoroughly the particles of pigment and 
liquid are combined and made a part of one 
another the longer the paint will wear. To 

roperly grind the base for a house paint 

akes a much greater length of time and costs 
much more than it would to simply put the 
pigments and liquids together in a so-called 
mixture. Yet two paints made of the same 
materials, one properly ground, the other 
simply mixed, should show in the hands of the 
chemist the same composition. This feature of 
thorough grinding and incorporation of pig- 
ments and liquids is considered of so much 

importance by most paint manufacturers that a 
considerable portion of their plant investment 
is in expensive grinding machinery. It is an 
indisputable fact that experienced responsible 
painters will refuse to accept and use paint 
which is not properly ground. Another detail 
of this phase of manufacturing is the fact that 
the thorough grinding of a batch of materials 
will yield considerably less in volume, or in 
number of gallons, than the same quantity 
and percentage of materials when simply put 
through a mixer. This increases the cost of 
producing a properly ground paint materially. 
A properly ground paint will cover considera- 
bly more surface than a paint improperly made, 
which is decidedly to the interest of the 
painter or consumer—all of these points of vital 
importance cannot be shown by formula label. 
To sum this up it means briefly that the rep- 
utable manufacturers suffer an injustice by 
the comparison between two labels which are 
in fact identical, but do not show the all- 
important feature of the care and expense 
given to the proper manipulation of those in- 
gredients. The physical problem from the stand- 
point of the majority of paint manufacturers 

Chairman:—Let me ask you a question there. 
Are we to assume that those paints for which 
no formulas are presented are not analyzed; 
that the manufacturers themselves do not know 
the contents of the package? I am referring 
to that statement that only the wealthy can 
have a chemical analysis. I want to know 
whether or not the remainder send their paints 
upon the market without an analysis that 
would enable even the manufacturer to know 
the percentage? 

Mr. Trigg:—They send it on the 
without a chemical analysis, without the 
of chemical terms on the formula label. 
manufacturer well knows the composition 
his paint from a practical standpoint. But 
there are a good many manufacturers who 
would not understand it, or be sufficiently 
familiar with the chemical names of the differ- 
ent materials entering into his paint to make 
an intelligent formula label or statement on 
his label; consequently it would be necessary 
for him to consult some outside chemist to 
straighten that out in order that his labels 
might get out properly All the time this 
manufacturer would thoroughly understand the 
proper making of a good paint from a practical 
standpoint, and have good paint. Those man- 
ufacturers not having chemists of their own 
would be obliged to engage outside chemists 
to assist in the preparation of the necessary 
chemical data for this purpose, and they would 
be under continual expense along this line 
from time to time in order to keep their for- 
mulas up to date. The profits in the paint 
business with most manufacturers are not 
sufficient to warrant such an expense. Another 
serious difficulty which would confront all 
manufacturers were such a formula labeling 
law as proposed be enacted, would be in the 
changes from time to time which are being 
made in formulas looking toward improve- 
ment, 

Chairman:—Let me ask you a question there. 
Could you, or would you, give us the names 
of some paint manufacturers who do not know 
the chemical analysis of their own paint, and 
who send them out in this way? 

Mr. Trigg:—I do not care to do 
tor. 
Mr. 
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Trigg:—There are very few manufactur- 
if any, who are not continually experi- 
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menting with new materials and testing out 
various combinations of old and new materials 
towards the end of improving their products. 
You can easily appreciate the difficulty in 
which the manufacturer will find himself who 
desired to change his formula and who had on 
hand perhaps thousands of dollars’ worth of 
old formula labels, plates, etc., all of which 
he would be obliged to destroy if the for- 
mulas were changed. If the manufacturers 
considered the change of sufficient importance 
to warrant the loss incurred by destroying the 
old labels, he would then be confronted with 
a more serious and possibly more expensive 
proposition from the fact that as soon as his 
trade commenced to receive goods with a dif- 
ferent formula label (and he could depend 
upon his competitors to call the attention of 
his trade to this, if the trade did not notice it 
themselves), then he would most likely have 
a demand from his customers for the new im- 
proved goods, and with it the return of the 
old formula goods which would be worth little, 
if anything, in his own factory after a new 
formula was adopted. It can readily be seen 
how a formula labeling law would effectively 
kill all progress along new lines in the paint 
manufacturing business, and the extensive and 
expansive research work and _ investigations 
which have been carried on so successfully 
for a number of years to the material benefit 
of the consumer and property owner would 
come to a standstill. There are paint manu- 
facturers in this country who have been in 
business for a great many years, a number 
of businesses tu-day being in the hands of 
the third and fourth generations. George D. 
Wetherill & Co., of Philadelphia, for example, 
having been established over a hundred years 
ago. The formulas and methods of manufac- 
ture in use by these manufacturers are the 
results of the life’s work of their forefathers. 
To require that all of the information and 
knowledge gained through these years should 
be divulged over night, as it were, seems most 
unfair and unjust. There are manufacturers 
making certain specialties, such as, for ex- 
ample, the ship-bottom paint manufactured by 
the New Jersey Paint Works, whose business 
would be seriously menaced if they were 
obliged to state the formula on their packages, 
thus making it public property. In the in- 
stance of the product just referred to, vari- 
ous foreign as well as local chemists have 
been trying for years to determine the compo- 
sition of this material, but have so far been 
unable to do so. 

Chairman:—Who is that? 

Mr. Trigg:--That is the gentleman who was 
connected with the New Jersey Paint Manu- 
facturers’ Association. 

Chairman:—That is the gentleman who 
peared before the committee last session? 

Mr. Trigg:—He is not living. <A large busi- 
ness on this product has been built up by the 
manufacturers which would undoubtedly be se- 
riously affected were they to be obliged to tell 
their competitors just how they made these 
goods.

follow up the provisions of 
proposed would mean a large 
The work of these inspec- 
trs would undoubtedly mean a more or less 
serious interference with and interruption of 
the factory operations. A chemist to properly 
handle such work would nece rily have to 
have considerable actual paint experience, and 
in fairness to the manufacturers they should 
be thoroughly competent paint chemists, There 
have been many instances of analysis made by 
government chemists which have been incor- 
rect and which have, on thorough investigation, 
been so proven. This all takes time and rep- 
resents a considerable expense to the manu- 
facturer both in actual money and oftentimes 
loss of trade due to the publicity given the 
original findings. For all of this expense and 
loss of trade the manufacturer has absolutely 
no redress, 

“The question naturally arises in our minds, 
is there a real sincere demand for formula 
labels on the part of the masses who are in- 
terested in paint from the standpoint of pro- 
tection and appearance? We do not believe 
there is. So far as the company which I rep- 
resent is concerned, we have not had a re- 
quest from a customer, either painter, dealer 
or consumer, for formula labels on their pack 
ages. The point of vital importance to the 
consumer is the service result. The name of 
the manufacturer on the package is, or should 
be, sufficient guarantee as to the quality of the 
product. 

“It must not be overlooked in considering 
this most serious proposition from the manu- 
facturer’s viewpoint that the formula and good 
will of an established paint business have a 
rea! and, in most cases, a high market value 
The law proposed would eventually destroy 
this value for the reason that the formulas 
would become public property, and with that 
the property of all competitors, while the good 
will would be rapidly dissipated from the fact 
that the final outcome would undoubtedly be a 
general standardization of formulas The 
smaller ones would follow the standards set 
up by larger manufacturers, and through a 
gradual process of evolution we would event- 
ually get to a general standard for every one 

“Standardization would inevitably lead to 
combination which is the one thing the govern- 
ment, through its various departments, has 
been discouraging and atempting to break 
np during the past few years more than any 
other one thing. It is possible that a few 
manufacturers who favor combination see in 
this measure a valuable instrument toward 
that end, while other manufacturers deprecate 
and dread it for the same reason. There have 
been abuses in the paint trade as in other 
classes of business in the past and there 
proBably will be more or less in the future. At 
the same time we earnestly recommend to 
your committee for its consideration a general 
bill covering manufacturers in all lines of 
business, making necessary full measures and 
net weights and prohibiting with proper pen 
alties misbranding and misstatements of any 
kinds on advertising matter, literature, ete 
We helieve such a law would absolutely cor 
rect any abuses which still exist in our par 
ticular line of industry and would serve a 
much more practical and beneficial purpose 
with consumers of all kinds of materials than 
an attempt to single out one industry and 
take from it without compensation one of its 
chief assets, which would be the result of the 
enactment into a law of Senate Bill No. 1130."" 


STATEMENT OF DR. S. W. STRATTON 
DIRECTOR OF THE BUREAU OF 
STANDARDS 


Dr. Stratton said in opening his state- 
ment:—‘‘'We have bought samples of lin- 
seed oil which contained a large amount 
of foreign matter, and also samples of 
paint where the analysis did not show the 
actual value of it. I am glad to hear the 
gentlemen speaking for the manufacturers 
say they will not oppose efforts to secure 
full weights and to punish misrepresenta- 
tion that is the gist of the whole matter.” 
Further Dr. Stratton said:— 

Our experience in the white leads sold 
that they are very inferior tn quality and 
make, and the paint sold is inferior in qual 
ity, and I will say also that in many 
the government's specifications are 
drawn The paint manufacturers will 
with me that in certain cases chrome 
would be specified where the use of 
solutely pure chrome green would 
as good an article that we might say 
was adulterated However, that was the 
fault of those who drew the specifications. 
There is great danger on the part of the 
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laboratory people drawing conclusions or in- 
terpreting the results of scientific analysis 
without due regard to practical experience. 
It is only by the combination or the co- 
operation of the chemists and paint industry 
that we can arrive at standard specifica- 
tions, and that is what it would mean, if 
you come to a set formula, but certainly 
we should compel the net weight and the 
correct representation of the article, making 
it an offense to misrepresent the quality of 
the article. When we buy white lead we 
want white lead. It may be true that some 
of the ultimate users of the paint do not 
know the value of the paint, but certain 
things are generally accepted. The value of 
linseed oil, the value of white lead and the 
value of certain chromes and varnishes are 
pretty well known by even the common 
peopie who use those things, but I do not 
see any reason why the manufacturer should 
not have the privilege of compounding and 
inventing new paints—paints which take the 
place of others. We may find a paint which 
is superior to white lead and would cost 
one-fourth of the amount, and if so why not 
do it? But those who want white lead 
should have the privilege of buying it, and 
should not feel that they are getting any- 
where from 5 to Y¥8 per cent. of barytes. We 
have found—and I have no doubt that Dr. 
Walker’s experience has paralleled our own 
and that he has had much muvre experience 
along this line than we have had—that there 
has been a failure on the part of the con- 
tractor to meet specifications for paint pur- 
chased for the lighthouse board, and I should 
think that all reputable manufacturers woula 
get right behind something of this kind and 
put it through? because ‘here was clearly @ 
case of where the purchasing agent of the 
lighthouse board was afraid to accept the 
higher bidder and accepted the lowest bid, 
merely because it was not in his power to 
determine the character of the paint. And 
what happened? The man got the order 
who probably never makes much paint. The 
terms, for instance, alcohol or shellac that 
were supposed to be in the specifications 
called for pure shellac dissolved in grain al- 
cohol and we found that it showed a per- 
centage of wood alcohol and so reported and 
it was rejected. 

Then we have this usual howl that the 
manufacturer sets up when a government 
chemist happens to make a mistake, and we 
thought perhaps he had made a mistake and 
it was re-examined and we were put to an 
enormous lot of trouble trying to find out 
those mistakes. We make mistakes, it is 
true, but as a rule we do not. On re-ex- 
amination we found that there was not a 
single bit of grain alcohol in it It was all 
wood alcohol and varnish, which was to be 
dissolved in turpentine, of which the solvent 
was to be turpentine, and a very small per- 
centage of turpentine resulted. 


STATEMENT OF JOHN THEOBALD, MAS- 
TER PAINTER, CINCINNATI, OHIO. 


I am surprised to hear Mr. Trigg made the 
statement about the good material going 
into the hands of the unscrupulous painter 
and being adulterated there. As a contract- 
ing painter in our State for a number of 
years, I have been under the impression that 
the adulterations were made before the goods 
got into the hands of the painter, and as 
far as I am personally concerned would say 
that there has never been any adulteration 
practiced in my establishment. Further, in 
regard to the man that makes pure materials, 
and who has a chemist in his establishment, 
I would like to read you an extract of Dr 
Ladd’s bulletin 86, on page 122:— 

E. P 
and V., M. B. Cochran, President, Pittsburgh, 
Pa. Net weight, 24 Ibs. 5 ozs.”

STATEMENT OF GEORGE BUTLER, 

TER PAINTER, PHILADELPHIA, PA. 


Mr. Butler:—Mr. Chairman, I do not want 
to go over the analysis of any of this ma 
terial; I do not want to take excepticn to any 
of the remarks except that I want to impress 
upon the minds of this committee that when 
a man buys anything, whether it is lead or 
any other material and is paying 16 or 18 
cents a pound for it, he ought to get it, When 
a man buys lily white, or something that is 
presumed to be white lead, and pays that 
price, and gets 6) or 70 per cent, of adultera- 
tion, he is being robbed We have one an- 
alysis in my recollection of a coloring mat- 
ter on the market of 93 per cent. adultera- 
tion and 70 per cent. of coloring, and it was 
being sold for from 12 to 18 cents a pound, 
when they bought the adulterants at 40 cents 
a hundred up to $7.50 a hundred, and selling 
it at the price of these materials, I say it is 
pretty nearly highway robbery. 

I would like to say in relation to the chem- 
ical question that I made some inquiries about 
the cost of chemists, and some folks who are 
reasonably well informed told me that the 
average paint chemist over the country gets 
about $1,500 a year Of course there are 
some who get a whole lot more, and there are 
some who get less. The paint manufacturers 
to-day pay more money for them than any 
salesman included with the expense. 

So he is not handicapped to such an ex- 
tent as to keep a chemist. 

We in Pennsylvania would like to ask that 
we be protected from the fact that when we 
buy materials we would like to know that we 
get what we buy. If they are selling us mud, 
let us buy mud. There has been a lot of talk 
about the extraordinary importance of net 
weights and measures, but I have not heard 
anybody say that unless they put the net 
weights in they put the increase price to cover 
the difference between the weights they are 
selling from 11 to 14 cénts a pound. We can- 
not control the price; we do not intend to con- 
trol the price, and do not want to do so, It 
would not do any good if we did, but we do 
ask, we in Pennsylvania, that when we get 
an article or any particular thing and pay 
for it we are entitled to know what we get. 
If we have a formula label the business man 
would know whether he is paying an out- 
rageous price or not. If a man can make a 
good material out of the dirt in the street, all 
right, but if he buys it he ought to know 
what it is, be it lead or green, or chrome 
color, or yellow or something else. 
Now, Mr. Chairman, any painter 
country who hes had the experience that I 
have had—and my firm has been in the busi- 
ness for a little over one hundred years—will 
find that every time that a job does not prove 
satisfactory we have to do the job over or 
lose our customer, and we do it over. I have 
yet to know of the first paint manufacturer 
to make good the loss The painter makes 
good I was very much interested in the 
question that the gentleman raised as to the 
possibility of the painter taking bad material 
and making it good It is a physical impos 
sibility I do not want to say that they all 
sell bad material, but I do say that we are 
entitled to know what to buy. That is all we 
ask for I think this bill would not work any 
particular hardship, and the gentleman has 
told us that they use it in the trust, that they 
are compelled to do it Where the law is en- 
forced they have not sold it It has been an 
open secret that any number of manufactur 
ers have the analysis of their competitors, and 
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that any one of them can practically be 
pulled apart for a twenty-dollar note, 

STATEMENT OF J. W. COULSIUN, repre- 
senting J, W. Coulston & Co., importers of col- 
ors, New York City:— 

“Referring to the remarks mad 
tleman who nas just preceded 
perhaps he is mistaken when he re.ers to the 
weneral law here tor misbranding of paint, 
ihe misbranding any article would just as 
properly apply to clothing, rubber or any- 
thing else. I have no doubt that the chemist 
of the government has been misled into the 
purchase of clothing that was claimed to be 
all wool, and perhaps contained a large per 
cent. of cotton or material of some other 
character, and I will say that the manufac- 
turers of paint are just as honorable as any 
other manufacturers in the country. 

“The particular portion of the bill to which I 
am opposed is contained in the six lines of sec- 
tion one:—‘Any paint, turpentine or linseed oil 
which is adulterated, or mislabeled or un- 
labeled,’ etc. What is ‘unlabeled’? Now, re- 
ferring to line number 19, section ——'"’ 

The Chairman:—Am I to understand that he 
objects to the law dealing with material upon 
which there is any label at all? 

Mr. Coulston:—I object to the labeling of the 
goods such as we have in our business, and 
i was going to speak on that subject, if you 
will permit me. My objections are these:—That 
as we import these goods, that is ocher—which 
the gentleman who has previously spoken here 
has called mud—that we import these goods in 
unbroken packages from Europe. That is one 
ot the principal lines of my business—the 
business that I have been in for the past 
twenty-five years, and I think I know some- 
thing with reference to the quality of the 
goods in that length of time—importations 
amounting perhaps to two or three thousand 
tons a year. 

“Now it is physically impossible 
these goods as they arrive in this country or 
label them when they leave the other coun- 
try. The goods come in packages of eight or 
nine hundred pounds, They arrive in one 
shipment, perhaps two or three hundred casks 
at a time, We could not under any circum- 
stances label those goods as they arrive in 
New York, or any other port. We would not 
have the labels to put on the packages. I 
am not a mixed paint manufacturer, Senator, 
nor would it be possible or even policy to 
permit the people who supply these goods to 
us to put their own labels on these packages, 
claiming from whom they came, and we then 
ship them to our buyers in this country. That 
I do not think any one would wish us to do, 
nor would they wish us to destroy our busi- 
ness in that respect."’ 
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Mr. Coulston:—No, sir; I do not wish any la- 
bels. I am protesting against the labeling of 
the dry paints.

Mexican Petroleum Developments. 

Tampico, Mexico, Feb. 10, 1910. 

The East Coast Oil Company, which is 
trolled by the Southern Pacific Railroad 
terests, is rapidly broadening its scope of 
exploitation and development in the States ol 
Tamaulipas and Vera Cruz. It is already 
operating in two fields, and drilling outfits are 
being installed in two other localities, Where 
# number of wells will be put down J. E. 
Mulligan, who was formerly connected with 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Company and later was 
in charge of the field work of $ Pearson & 
Son, Ltd., bas been placed in charge of the 
oil development department of the Kast Coast 
Oil Company, One of the wells of this com- 
pany upon the Mendez tract of land is down 
more than 2,600 feet. It is stated that fairly 
good flows of oil were obtained at different 
depths in the hole, but an effort is being 
made to reach a still stronger flow. The ac 
tivity of this company in developing an oil 
supply on the Gulf coast is taken to mean 
that the Southern Pacific has not given up 
its project of building a north and svuth line 
through this part of Mexico, connecting San 
Antonio, Texas, with the capital of this re- 
public. This project was in a fair way to 
be quickly realized at the time EF. H. Harri- 
man died, but since then it has been allowed 
to lag. The preliminary survey for the pro 
posed road was finished several months ago. 
If this road is not built it is supposed that 
the oil of the East Coast Oi] Company will be 
sold to refineries in Mexico. 

The Ebano oil field, situated fifty 
west of Tampico, is being 
Mexican Petroleum Company. 
has greatly increased its oil 
the first of the present year. 
of its development work was the recent strike 
of a big flow of oil in its fourth well in the 
Chijol field. This well is now producing oil 
at the rate of two thousand barrels daily. It 
is connected with a pipe line that runs to 
Ebano. The company is also carrying on ex- 
tensive development work in the Laguna dis- 
trict, where it has good producing wells. It 
is erecting additional storage tanks at Tam- 
pico. The pipe line that it is building to 
Tampico will be finished in about six weeks. 

Much excitement was aroused in oil circles 
of the Tampico territory recently by the bring- 
ing in of a 1,500-barrel well by the Mexican 
Eagle Oil Company on land leased by 3. Pear- 
son & Son, Ltd., near the shore of Lake 
Tamiahua, about eighty miles south of Tam- 
pico. The oi] stratum was struck at a depth 
of only 115 feet. With a roar the oil burst 
forth and spouted to a height of twenty feet. 
After flowing at that height for some time it 
settled down to a regular flow that rises sev 
eral inches above the mouth of the well. 
The oil is a light crude and is of an entirely 
different grades from the other oil found in 
the Gulf coast fields. It is the opinion of oil 
experts that this well is in the nature of a 
freak and that the pocket of oil will 
exhausted, The wonderful strike, 
has served to excite the oil operators, 
the demand for leases of land in the 
of the well is far greater than the supply. 
This strange well is situated not a great dis- 
tance from the wonderful Dos Bocas oil geyser

Montpelier, Ind., Feb. 17, 1910 

A review of the high grade petroleum 
fields east of the Mississippi River, compris- 
ing Southern New York, Pennsylvania, 
Southeastern Ohio, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, for 
the week shows the effect of the inclement 
weather in the number of wells brought in 
The weather has been a general mixture, go 
ing from thawing to freezing and from heavy 
snow to rain and vice versa, making it al- 
most impossible to get ; and do any 
moving of material to sp The week 
has been the lightest for completed work of 
any part of the season, but good weather is 
expected to revive work in all sections of 
the country. Even the active Illinois petro 
leum fields show a marked drop in completed 
work. 

At the close of January in all high grade 
fields there were in stock 45,572,292.50 barrels 
of crude petroleum, the largest amount be- 
ing of the Illinois grade, with 28,671,543.04 
barrels. The Pennsylvania field comes sec- 
ond with 10,046,677.85 barrels, and Northwest- 
ern Ohio third with 5,211,847.02 barrels. The 
total runs for January from the high grade 
fields were 4,927,848.87 barrels, and the de- 
liveries were 192.68 barrels, showing that 
the stocks were drawn on to the amount of 
2,050,143.81 barrels to meet the demand dur- 
ing the month. This is very encouraging to 
the trade, as an advance in the price of the 
erude product may follow the decline in 
stocks. 

The total production of 
fields for 1909 was close to 65,000,000 
while the production west of the 
River was over 100,000,000 barrels

Menthol was without new 
interest, and the tone of the market was 
rather easy. Cheaper lots of thymol 
were in evidence, a temporary decline 
having been occasioned in the primary 
market. Angostura tonka beans were 
held at firmer prices, stocks being light 
and the new crop an uncertainty. All 
descriptions of vanilla retain a strong 
position, and Mexican cuts were up- 
ward on increased buying. Among the 
essential oils lemon was firmer in some 
quarters, although primary advices 
were found to be more or less conflict- 
ing.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Industrial advices are somewhat 
mixed regarding the extent of general 
business, but the majority seem to 
agree that trade conditions have re- 
cently shown moderate recessions, as 
compared with last fall. This develop- 
ment, however, is not unusual at this 
period of the year and it appears rea- 
sonable to expect conservatism to be 
the keynote of commercial and me- 
chanical enterprises, pending a clearer 
idea of the policies of the Administra- 
tion regarding the capitalization of in- 
dustrial wealth. The recent action of 
the securities market has created a 
feeling of uncertainty and opinions are 
somewhat confused as to whether the 
disturbance has any relation to future 
business prosperity. The movement of 
speculative values indicates reaction, 
but statistics, by which industrial and 
mercantile activity indicated, show 
no important reflection as yet. Bank 
clearings are considerably larger than 
they were last year or the year before 
at this time. Railroad earnings also 
show substantial increases. On the 
other hand, there is a slight relaxation 
of activity noted in the iron and steel 
industry. The high cost of raw ma- 
terials is being reflected to some extent 
in the textile and leather trades, The 
labor situation is still uncertain, but 
is perhaps more favorable than it was 
at the beginning of the year. Money 
rates continue easy for both time and 
call loans and it is said that prospects 
are favorable for low rates for some 
time ahead. Preparations for planting 
the crops are being made in the South- 
west and the mevement of goods for 
these operations is well up to the sea- 
sonable average. 

The market for time money is quoted 
at 4 per cent. for ninety days, at 4 
per cent. for six months. Call money 
on the Stock Exchange has ‘ranged 
from 24,@3 per cent., Friday's closing 
being 2% per cent. The higher grades 
of mercantile paper are held at 4%@ 
5 per cent. for choice four and six 
months’ single names, 5% per cent, for 
others. Bar silver closed Friday at 
h2e. Mexican dollars were 42@48e, In 
sterling exchange the rates for actual 
business were $4.8630@4.8640 demand, 
$4.8650@4.8660 cables, and commercial 
bills, $4.8834@4.844.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


On Pyles fork, Mannington district, 
Marion county, W. Va., the Fisher 
Company’s No. 3 on the H. C. Snyder 
farm has been drilled through the 30- 
foot sand and was said to be producing 
125 barrels a day, 


The operators in the Sandoval field 
of Illinois have been rewarded by two 
encouraging strikes. The South West- 
ern Oil Company’s No. 2 on the B. C, 
Warfield farm, in the southeast quar- 
ter of section 5, was reported good for 
75 barrels and the No. 1 on the Shank- 
lin, section 5, for 100 barrels. 


The January production of the Cali- 
fornian fields is reported as 4,861,600 
barrels, showing a decrease of 280,000 
barrels from the December total. All 
of the districts are under keener de- 
velopment to keep production up to re- 
quirements. Contracts for fuel oil 
have been placed for delivery over the 
next five years. 


On Middle Island creek, Lincoln dis- 
trict, Tyler county, W. Va., the Melrose 
Oil and Gas Company’s No. 9 on the 
John Mereditch farm came in a natural 
producer good for 100 barrels a day, 
and the Pure Oil Company’s No. 9 on 
the J. W. Kyle farm was reported 
showing for the same kind of a pro- 
ducer in the Keener sand. 


On the Ohio side, in the Alliance dis- 
trict, Columbiana county, the Duncan 
Oil Company has completed No. 5 on 
the Louis Bandy heirs’ farm and has a 
show for a 50 or 60 barrel producer. 
This location is 400 feet northeast and 
in advance of developments. The size 
of the well is an indication of several 
advance locations in the same direc- 
tion. 


A report from British Columbia was 
to the effeci that Japanese newspapers 
published in Osaka, and received there, 
publish a story that R. Nakahara, a 
dealer in vegetable oils, has invented 
a substitute for petroleum and sold all 
rights in his invention to the Standard 
Oil Company. He is said to have be- 
gun experimenting seven year's ago and 
met with success five years later. 


It is reported the Ohio Oil Company 
will put down an important test well 
on the C. R. Richie farm, in the west 
half of the southwest quarter of sec- 
tion 18, LaMotte township, Crawford 
county, Ill., and midway between Rob- 
inson and Hutsonville, and _ several 
miles east of production. Should this 
test prove a producer it will mean 
much for that section of Crawford 
county. 


On Rock fork of Ponca river, Union 
district, Kanawha county, W. Va., the 
Hamilton Company has drilled its test 
on the W. 8S. Motterhead farm through 
the Berea grit and has a duster at a 
depth of 2,202 feet. On Bakers fork, 
Maiden district, the same company has 
the rig completed for a test on the 
Rosin Coal Company tract. This is 
the only well now starting in Kana- 
wha county. 


The Taft Oil Company, in its No. 6 
on the T. Ispocogee land, on both sides 
of Polecat creek, Taneha extension, 
mid-continent field, was credited with 
an initial production of 500 barrels, 
making that section promising for fur- 
ther development. The Quaker Oil 
Company's No. 5 on the Ella Bigpond 
160 acres, was a 70-barrel producer. 
No. 5 on the A. P. Barnett land, off- 
setting it on the south for the Gipsy 
Oil Company, being a 75-barrel well. 


The Muncie field, of Delaware coun- 
ty, Indiana, has developed another 
good producer, located in the estab- 
lished territory. The new well is the 
property of the Union National Bank 
of Forstoria and others, on the C. E. 
Sutton farm, in the northeast quarter 
of the southwest quarter and the 
northwest quarter of the southeast 
quarter of section 24, Liberty township, 
Delaware county. For the first twen- 
ty-four hours it pumped 250 barrels. 
The Sutton farm is in the center of 
the productive pool. 


Two-Mile creek, Sheridan district, 
Lincoln county, W. Va., the Hamlin 
Oil Company’s No. 11, on the Lincoln 
Land Association tract, completed 
some time ago, has been holding up at 
25 barrels a day from the Big Lime 
formation. About one mile south of 
this well the Pure Oil Company has 
completed two wells on the Holder- 
berry estate. The first was a gasser 
in the Big Lime and showed a capacity 
of 3,000,000 cubic feet a day. The sec- 
ond test on the same lease was report- 
ed to have been spraying oil for some 
weeks at the rate of ten barrels a day. 


In the Southeastern Ohio fields the 
deep sand district, in Fairfield and 
Perry counties, is the only one that 
shows any special activity. Inside the 
corporate limits of Bremen, in the 
first-named county, the B. & O. Gas 
and Oil Company has put its George 
Balding town lot well to producing, 
and it placed 80 barrels to its credit 
the first twenty-four hours. This loca- 
tion is 100 feet west of the gusher on 
the Kellenberger lot, which was report- 
ed to be holding up at 360 barrels a 
day. The Ruff and Hanes lot wells 
were credited with 225 and 90 barrels, 
respectively. 


OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


London advices state that the British 
Admiralty has decided to adopt the 
principle of oil fuel as a _ substitute 
for coal in the navy, and has ordered 
fifty thousand tons of liquid fuel for 
the current year. 


Near Ingomar, on Lowreys run, Alle- 
gheny country, Pa., Cameron & Co.’s 
test on the McAvoy farm has increased 
its production to 215 barrels a day and 
was pumping salt water at the rate 
of 600 barrels a day. The same parties 
have completed a second test on the 
Neeley farm and have a show for a 
good producer. The gauges of the 
other good producers were as follows:— 
Cameron & Co., No. 2, McAvoy, 20 
barrels; No. 1, Oliver Nesley, 175 bar- 
rels; Harbison & Co., No. 3, on the 
James Neeley farm, 90 barrels; No. 4, 
on the same farm has been drilled 
and is showing for 40 to 50 barrels a 
day. 


In Dennison township, Lawrence 
county, Ill., the Shaw Oil Company’s 
No. 16, J. F. Snyder farm, section 25, 
produced 300 barrels from the Tracy 
sand, at 1,820 feet and No. 15, same 
farm, produced 100 barrels in the same 
sand formation at 1,816 feet. In the 
same township the Associated Produc- 
ers, No. 5, C. F. Irish farm, section 2, 
was good for 265 barrels from the 
Bridgeport sand at 978 feet. The Ohio 
Oil Company’s No. 14, T. I. Gould 
farm, section 35, produced 200 barrels 
at 1,582 feet, while No. 4, A. B. Bu- 
channan farm, section 2, came in at 
250 barrels at 972 feet, in the Bridge- 
port sand. 


The Eastern Oil Company’s test on 
the Joseph Asbury land, section 14-14- 
12, southwest of production at Preston, 
mid-continent field, went into salt 
water and has been abandoned as a 
complete failure, not an inch of good 
sand appearing in the 2,106 feet. The 
Jennings well at Preston, half way 
between north and south limits of pro- 
duction on the east line of the field, 
went into salt water at 14 feet in the 
sand. It was not expected to develop 
into a 50-barrel pumper. A late gauge 
of the fifteen producing wells at Pres- 
ton showed 9,300 barrels, and drilling 
was actively increasing. It is believed 
that Preston will furnish a consider- 
able production during the next ninety 
days, and it is the center of attraction. 


Shooting some of the wells in the 
Shinnston pool of Harrison county, W. 
Va., has had a stimulating effect. In- 
side of the gusher limits the South 
Penn Oil Company gave its No. 3 on 
the T, B. Martin farm a shot and it 
responded for several hours at the rate 
of 90 barrels an hour and at the ex- 
piration of fourteen hours had placed 
830 barrels to its credit. This well was 
completed December last and had 
never produced more than 100 barrels 
a day. When given its initial shot 
it was down to about 30 barrels a day. 
The Philadelphia Company has shot 
its No. 1 on the E. E. Swiger farm and 
it responded at the rate of 125 barrels 
an hour, which, if maintained for a 
day, would amount to 3,000 barrels. 
When first drilled into the 50-foot pay 
this well had the largest initial produc- 
tion of any in the Shinnston pool. No 
accurate gauge was taken, but it was 
estimated at from 250 to 450 barrels 
an hour. The Donlin Oi] and Gas Com- 
pany has given its No. 1 on the T. B. 
Martin farm, located at Adamville, a 
shot and it failed to respond. The 
South Penn Oil Company’s No. 3 on 
a part of the same farm is holding up 
at 670 barrels. The same company’s 
No. 2, E. J. Whiteman farm, and No. 
2, J. B. Swiger farm, are producing 
635 and 425 barrels, respectively. The 
Philadelphia Company and the Fisher 
Oil Company’s Nos. 1 to 5, inclusive, 
on the E. E. Swiger farm are produc- 
ing 535 barrels, and the South Penn 
Company’s No. 1 on the W. L. Lowe 
farm, 185 barrels. The South Penn 
Company has drilled its No. 3 on the 
J. B. Swiger farm through the 650- 
foot and the hole filled up 2,200 feet 
with fluid. As a result of the shooting 
of some of the older wells, and the 
bringing in of new ones, the total out- 
put of the Shinnston pool] reached 7,000 
barrels, after a slump to about 5,000 
barrels a day, but it was doubtful 
whether the higher level could be 
maintained, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Concerning Purchases of Fuel Oil 
for the Navy. 


Washington, Feb. 11. 1910. 


An issue has been raised by Senator 
Benjamin R. Tillman, of South Carolina, 
regarding the purchases by the United 
States Navy of fuel oil. Senator Tillman 
is a member of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs of the Senate, and there are in- 
timations that back of the inquiry he has 
submitted in the form of a resolution di- 
rected to the Secretary of the Navy there 
may be hints of a scandal, although it is 
said that the Senator merely desires to 
know whether favoritism has been shown 
in the placing of these contracts. 

In the resolution presented by Senator 
Tillman the Secretary of the Navy is 
directed to furnish to the Senate the 
amount, in barrels, of fuel oil (petroleum 
and naphtha) consumed by the Navy on 
torpedo boats and torpedo-boat destroyers 
or other naval vessels. Also that the 
Secretary shall give the average cost of 
same for each year for the last five years, 
and that he state also from whom it was 
purchased.

Approximately three 
hundred samples of spirits of turpentine were 
examined, The samples were collected from ail 
parts of the United States and from dealers 
in paints and oils who sell largely to the gov 
ernment. It was found that but few samples 
collected from producers were adulterated, but 
about 20 per cent. of the samples from the 
stock of private buyers and about 27 per cent 
from the stock of wholesale and retail dealers 
sophisticated—or, in other words, about 20 per 
eent. of the samples were adulterated. The 
average amount of adulterant was 6% _ per 
cent., though many of the samples contained 
#> per cent. and some as much as 75 per cent 
of mineral oil. An adulteration of 6.5 per 
cent. of mineral reduces the market value 
between SO cents and $1.20 per barrel I have 
not had time to reduce it more than that, but 
1 think that turpentine has gone up since this 
estimate was made. In that connection I 
will say that in the case of turpentine, and 
also in the case of linseed oil, we sometimes 
get doubtful samples, which we cannot prove 
and classify as pure; that is, they appear to 
be pure. It is undoubtedly possible in a great 
many lines of goods that the manufacturer is 
as skillful as the chemist and in selling to 
the consumer he can put in an adulterant very 
frequently that we do not touch. Those are 
the sample that we caught. 

STATEMENT OF JAMES ROACH, PRESI- 
DENT INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION 

MASTER PAINTERS, DETROIT, MICH. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Senate 
Committee on Manufactures:—I have been a 
contracting painter and decorator in the city of 
Detroit and State of Michigan for over forty 
years, and by virtue of my office as president 
of the Master Painters and Decorators’ Asso- 
ciation of the United States, I represent not 
only the State of Michigan, but the painters 
and decorators of thirty-seven States. Those 
thirty-seven States were represented by dele- 
gates to a convention which was held in the 
city of Detroit last week, in which resolutions 
were passed by the convention, fully indorsing 
the paint bill introduced by Senator Heyburn, 
and which is now in the hands of your hon- 
orable committee. They not only passed reso- 
lutions indorsing the Heyburn bill, but in- 
structed our committee, who have appeared 
before you to-day, to use every honorable effort 
in the passage of this bill. I am satisfied that 
our committee has done its full duty, and as 
I do not wish to take up your valuable time 
in repeating matters already said, I will sim- 
ply say that all we as is justice, and in be- 
half of the association which I represent I re- 
spectfully ask your honorable committee to re- 
port favorably upon the passage of the Hey- 
burn paint bill. 


STATEMENT OF MR. HENRY WOOD, 
DRY COLOR MANUFACTURER, 
WELLESLEY, MASS. 


Mr. Wood:—I am a dry color manufacturer. 
My firm, Henry Wood's Sons Company, has 
more to do with chemical colors than other 
paints, and I shall devote my attention to 
what the formula represents on a can. Every- 
body claims, more than you think, that a 
formula on a can, providing it is pure white 
lead in combination with zinc, makes the best 
wearing color that can be made, I think at 
Atlantic City and at other points, in a number 
of years of experience with paint people, this 
does not make the best of wearing paints, ‘but 
it is the most expensive. There are certain 
adulterations of paints at large that are put 
into white lead and the paint will give better 
results, white lead with zinc, than can be pro- 
duced. I think we can prove that without 
much controversy. 

The Chairman:—Will 
white lead would? 

Mr. Wood:—The difference might be one- 
half or one-quarter of a cent a pound. The 
grinding and the labor is the same and the 
difference in cost is very little. If you use 
zinc in one-third or one-fourth it may make 
a little difference. The result is a great deal 
better. The white lead is considered to con- 
tain the best of pigment in the world, and in 
recent sales it thas produced 380 to 40 per 
cent. more than white lead. It is good in 
outside wearing. There are a great many 
places where it has been put to a first-class 
use and gives the best satieraction. That has 
been brought about by many of the best 
chemists and paint people of experience. Now, 
we have a man who puts on a can a for- 
mula which does not mean that the paint 
is good. It only gives the contents. I will 
iflustrate that as to dry colors. You can 
buy the pure blue and pure yellow and le: 
some grinder of paint or a man put it to- 
gether, and you get a pure paint C. D. You 
can precipitate all the colors together and 
you get a pure (?) Grecian of much differ- 
ence in quality and permanence and strength 
and brilliancy in color as black is from 
white. If Dr. Wyckoff should examine those 
samples the practical resu:rt would be the 
same; it will show nothing. It will be as 
ice is to water. It will be H. O. You can 
skate on ice, but you cannot skate on water. 
I think the physical composition is fully 
as great in the paint as in the chemical. 
Take, for instance, Marseilles green. That 
paint was established by my grandfather 
and then came down to my father, and is 
the paint I represent. Now, this Marseilles 
green is not a chemically pure green and 
was never so designated and expected to be. 
It has been sold for over seventy years, and 
there never has been a complaint about it. 
If there ever was a complaint it came from 
the poor condition of the purpose to which 
it was applied. Now, going further into this 
thing, it is a secret which nobody has dis- 
covered. If it ever has been discovered I 
never heard of it. Now, if we are obliged 
to put our formula label on this can it will 
hurt us very much with the consumer, as it 
will give our competitors an inkling of the 
secrets of our business. I would not say that 
it cannot be detected by analysis, but it 
never has been. I think now anything is 
possible. If I had said twenty years ago 
that airships were possible it would not have 
been believed, but we have never had any 
complaint about it and it has always given 
entire satisfaction. In over seventy years’ 
service we have never had any one ask what 
the formula was Tf this law should go 
into effect we should lose considerable busi-

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ness in the West, because we 
the formula on it.

and tincture of arnica are medicines, and 
so far as tincture of iodine is concerned the 
uncontroverted evidence in the case proves 
that it is a poison. It is true that spirits 
of camphor and tincture of arnica are com- 
monly known as domestic remedies, but this 
fact does not lessen their medicinal charac- 
ter. It is obvious that the same precau- 
tionary regulations may not be required in 
respect to the sale of medicines which are 
harmless if pure and properly used as would 
be appropriate in respect to the sale of 
poisonous substances; but I can see no rea- 
son why if the police power embraces the 
regulation of the sale of medicines of a 
dangerous character it may not also legiti- 
mately be extended over the sale of medi- 
cines generally, if only in order to insure 
their purity. 
“We thus come to the second question as 
whether legislation is constitutional 
which restricts not merely the sale of 
poisons, but the sale of domestic remedies 
or perfectly harmless medicinal preparations, 

“While the constitutional validity of a 
statute regulating and restricting the sale of 
drugs and medicines does not appear to have 
been directly involved in any case heretofore 
passed upon by this court, the authority 
vf the Legislature to control and limit the sale 
of drugs and medicines has long been judi 
cially recognized in this State. 

‘In People v. Rontey (4 N. Y. Supp., 235, 
affirmed on opinion below, 117 N. Y., 624) the 
defendant was convicted for having unlaw- 
fully conducted a pharmacy in the city of 
New York, rot being a registered pharma 
cist, as required by the New York City Con- 
solidation Act of 1882, The judgment of con- 
viction was affirmed by the General Term of 
the Supreme Court in an opinion by Mr. Jus- 
tice Brady, which was adopted by this court 
when the case came kere as a correct exposi- 
tion of the law. In speaking of the nature 
of the statute Mr. Justice Brady said it was a 
police regulation designed to insure greater 
safety to the people in requiring that drugs 
could be dispensed oniy by experienced per. 
sons, ‘Public safety must be regarded as su- 
verior to any private rights,’ he said, ‘and 
the defendant's business must yie'd to the ne- 
cessities recognized by proper legislation.’ In 
People v. Abraham (16 App. Div., 58) the de 
fendants were convicted of having retailed 
medicines in violation of the prohibition of a 
Statute making it unlawful for any person 
except a registered pharmacist to open or 
conduct any pharmacy except under the imme 
diate supervision of a registered pharmacist. 
The judgment of conviction was affirmed by 
the Appellate Division, but tne opinion does 
not indicate that the constitutionality of the 
statute was questioned. Many other New 
York cases could be cited where language is 
used in the opinions clearly assuming the « 
istence of the legislative power which is deni 
by counsel for the appellants upon his appeal."’ 

After reviewing decisions to the same 
effect in other States, Justice Bartlett 
continued as follows:— 


“As has already been suggested, there are 
strong reasons relative to the public welfare 
which make it proper that regulations con- 
cerning the sale of drugs and medicines shoul | 
not be confined to poisons, but may be ex 
tended so as to embrace what are known as 
harmless household remedies—that is, which 
may be harmless if properly prepared. The in 
jury to the public health which might ensue 
if such remedies were carelessly or ignorantly 
compounded s®% as to contain deleterious in- 
gredients or deceptively, so as to be something 
different from what they purported to be, is 
manifest. The police power logically extends

In the Canadian Parliament this week 
Hon. W. S. Fielding, Minister of Fi- 
nance, brought down an official statement 
of negotiations which have been going on 
for some time between the German Con- 
sul-General for Canada and the Canadian 
Government, These negotiations have 
had in view improved trade relations be- 
tween the Dominion and German Em- 
pire. An agreement has been entered in- 
to and signed whereby the surtax of 33%

It was alleged that the 
corporation is insolvent and made pref- 
erential transfers of property.

for some descriptions of 
chemicals the general market is devoid 
of unusual activity. Withdrawals 
against standing contracts are reported 
steady and in a few instances the de- 
mand for shipments has been suf- 
ficiently heavy to bring supplies to 
an exceedingly low degree. This fea- 
ture is fully demonstrated in the cur- 
rent market for salt cake and chlorate 
of potash. On the other hand, there 
are some descriptions which are in 
free supply, owing to continued heavy 
importations, and values have yielded 
under the pressume of accumulations; 
as an illustration, carbonate of potash 
is mentioned. Bleach has also re- 
mained in free supply owing to heavy 
arrivals, but prices are without quot- 
able change. Blue vitriol has retained 
its firm tendency notwithstanding lower 
copper prices. The large makers ap- 
pear to be setting the pace in quota- 
tions with outsiders unable to com- 
pete. White arsenic was offered as low 
as on spot in certain quarters, 
but 25¢c. was the prevailing quotation. 
Nitrate of lead is higher, owing to a 
searcity of goods on spot. Second 
hands are offering carbon tetrachloride 
at s4gc., Which is a shade under former 
quotations. Salt cake has scored a 
material advance on spot, and a scar- 
city of goods is reported all over the 
country. The continuance heavy 
withdrawals by the glassmakers re- 
sponsible for this condition, and cur- 
rent market quotations are mere or 
less nominal. Glauber'’s salt is firm in 
sympathy with salt cake, but prices are 
quotably unchanged.

Illinois Petroleum Fields, 
Robinson, Ill., Feb. 17, 1910. 


The mecca of the average oil operator has 
removed from the Robinson field to the Bridge- 
port field, and the bulk of work is in the 
more southern district, now the banner petro- 
leum county of the Illinois field. Lawrence 
county is the designated spot, and the trade 
is making preparations for an active cam- 
paign, not only in defined limits, but will 
work along the outer edges in the hopes of 
extending the present producing limits, so as 
to have plenty of space for active work by 
the summer season. Bridgeport, the recog- 
nized center of the Lawrence county field, has 
grown from a small village to quite an im- 
portant center. The Ohio Oil Company has 
constructed an office building in the town and 
is making its headquarters for the south end 
of the field at Bridgeport, the main headquar- 
ters of the State being located at Marshall, 
the county se of Clark county. The many 
oil sand formations discovered in the Law- 
rence county territory have been a drawing 
ecard, although the cost of the wells in the 
deeper sands amount to-quite a sum. The 
Lawrence county field is a good one for the 
oil man himself. but for the contractor it 
is one of the worst in the country. That was 
more so in the earlier part of the drilling, for 
now they come to understand what they have 
to contend with and are working out in a 
slower manner, and are meeting with better 
results. The Bridgeport field once for a long 
period has no new gushers to offer, neither 
has the Robinson or Casey fields, all due to 
the inclement weather conditions which put 
operating practically out of the question for 
a period.

The Southern railroads are now mak- 
ing strenuous efforts to corral sufficient 
cars to move the fertilizers during the 
present season, which is now apparently 
in full blast. While no shortage has 
been reported as yet, it would appeal 
from the fact that the trading in fer- 
tilizers has been heavy, especially 
in Georgia and South Carolina, that 
the car famine now experienced in va- 
rious parts of the country may eventu- 
ally be felt in the South. Every one 
is of the opinion that a great rush of 
orders will come in very late and the 
railroads are making provision for this 
and will apparently have all they can 
do later in the season to handle the 
traffic. Competition is more keen in the 
local market and several of the im- 
portant items have been cut into deep- 
ly. Sulphate of ammonia is described 
as being slightly easier for both spot 
and forward. The fish ammoniates are 
experiencing most of the competition 
and dried scrap has been quoted down 
fully fifteen points by some interests; 
wet acid scrap down twenty-five 
points. Tankage as well as dried blood 
was easier in the West, with a rather 
quiet market reported. Nitrate of soda 
is easier on the spot and the markets 
both at home and in Europe are still 
inclined to lag. However, it is stated 
that the French floods will create a 
large demand for such items ag nitrate 
and sulphate and this may have a re- 
covering tendency as to prices. De-

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 
market is a shade easier owing to the 
quietness of the trade and for foreign 
spot there are now sellers at $2.72%@

The week was a generally quiet one 
and but few unimportant changes are 
to be noted. The textile mills are still 
stated to be fairly well stocked up, 
and for their urgent needs at least will 
hardly be in the market for some few 
weeks. There is a disposition to hold 
off indefinitely in regard to the signing 
of long time contracts, owing to the 
continued instability of the raw mate- 
rials markets, Until a settled tone is 
noted in those markets large buyers 
will hardly enter the market. Gambier 
recorded an easier tone during the 
week, and there are apparently more 
sellers than buyers. Shipments out of 
Singapore are also a shade easier and 
5%c. was freely named for January- 
March. The primary shipments of 
cutch continue so small that a num- 
ber of English importers have been 
forced to cancel contracts owing to 
their inability to deliver. Myrabo- 
lanes continue firm and for No. 1 
nuts quotations are considerably 
higher. Nitrite of soda is easier, re- 
flecting a small demand. Prussiates of 
potash remain firm, notwithstanding a 
very low market in Antwerp. Prus- 
siate of soda, however, is down a frac- 
tion. Sumac is also lower for ship- 
ments from Sicily, but some importers 
are expressing doubts as to the test 
of material selling at these figures, In 
extracts, hemlock is a shade easier on 
a narrow range, while sumac extract is 
quoted on a much wider range. A de- 
tailed report of the market follows:— 

ALBUMEN.—The situation under- 
went little if any change during the 
week, and with a small demand prices 
were not influenced at all. Egg albu- 
men is in sufficient supply to answer 
the needs of the trade, and is quoted 
unchanged at 52@73c.; blood albumen, 
at 23@32c. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Arrivals 
from abroad of both salt and oil have 
continued quite heavy, but owing to 
the fact that there is little if any com- 
petition these arrivals are having no 
effect on spot quotations. Salt is held 
at 10@10.15c.; oil, at 11%@11%c. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—Very little busi- 
ness aside from a small jobbing de- 
mand developed in the local market 
during the week, and a generally rou- 
tine and dull period was noted. Prices 
are without change. The following 
price schedule is: prevailing for spot 
material:—75 per cent. at 144%@14%c.; 
65 per cent, at 124%@12\%c.; 47 per cent. 
at 94@9%4c. 

BICHROMATES. — Contract with- 
drawals continue to average about the 
usual volume for this time of the sea- 
son. Inquiries for new contracts are 
not overnumerous, but there is a rather 
good jobbing movement. Bichromate 
of potash is held at 7%@7%c.; bichro- 
mate of soda at 554@5%c. 

CUTCH. — Advices from England 
state that the production of cutch has 
been so small lately that many sellers 
there have had to cancel contracts ow- 
ing to their inability to deliver. Stocks 
in London on January 31 amounted to 
61 tons. On the spot prices are firm, 
but more or less nominal. Boxes are 
quoted higher to 6@8%4c. 

DEXTRINE.—No quotable changes 
have been announced in this market 
for a number of weeks, and it is in 
consequence more stable than it has 
been for a lengthy period. The move- 
ment is large and growing in volume 
for both home and export account. 
Manufacturers of the commodity are 
asking the following prices:—Bags at 
$2.89; barrels, $3.05 per 100 pounds; 
special dark canary, bags at $2.99; bar- 
rels, $3.05, these quotations holding 
good on carload lots. Special quota- 
tions can be had for smaller quanti- 
ties. British gum is quoted at $3.14@ 
3.30. The foreign potato starch is 6@ 
7c., as to amount, seller and terms gov- 
erning sales. Domestic potato dextrine 
is very scarce on the spot and the mar- 
ket is a more or less nominal one, 
with 5%c. named as an inside figure. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—The 
tanners are still taking most of the 
hypo production at the moment, the 
dyers taking only small unimportant 
amounts. Quotations are repeated at 
$1.30@1.50 for barrels and $1.40@1.60 
for casks, but it is intimated that 
these figures can be shaded a point or 
two. 

GAMBIER.—The position of this 
product is easier and for store goods 
there are sellers at 6c., and not a 
large number of buyers. For shipment 
the market is inclined to lag some- 
what, and while 5%c. was named in 
one quarter for January-February- 
March other interests are holding out 
for 6c. The Indramayo, the next gam- 
bier vessel due to arrive from the Far 
East, passed Gibraltar on Feb. 3. Re- 
ports from London state that during 
January 115 tons were landed and 32 
delivered. Stocks on January 31 
amounted to 218 tons, as compared with 
174 tons last year.

Offers were made for a considerable 
quantity more than was sold, but im- 
porters held for strict limits, in view 
of the small shipments from Calcutta. 
Kurpah, of which there was a very 
small selection, was withdrawn for 
high prices. Dry-leaf Madras all sold 
privately. Of 525 chests offered 202 
sold, leaving 323 chests bought in. The 
sales of Calcutta have now come to an 
end, and prices throughout the sea- 
son have been strong, with an active 
demand. Full details of the auction 
appear in another part of this issue.

Brightening Outlook for Mid-Conti- 
nent Petroleum Situation. 


Independence, Kan., Feb, 14, 1910. 
Some of the producers in the Osage are not 
satisfied with the statement that practically 
all the production of the mid-continent field is 
being taken. They assert that they never have 
had anywhere near all of their oil run. If 
the Osage should get its oil all taken and take 


a notion to do things it is hard to tell whether 
the Hamilton Switch pool would be able to 
maintain its reputation or not. Six and eight 
hundred barrel wells at Hamilton are excite- 
ment makers, while bigger wells in the Osage 
don’t ever attract attention. The Barnsdall 
Oil Company suspended practically all opera- 
tions for months because it could not get its 
oii run. It has drilled in and finished up No. 
14 on lot 74, No. 14. which was shot, and in 
spite of the fact that it choked up it made 
1,200 barrels the first twenty-four hours. It 
is on the south line of the long lease and 
about one mile from the west end of the 
property. Other wells on this tract were not 
shot when drilled, and they started off at 500 
to 800 barrels each. The Silurian Oil Com- 
pany on the lot north shot one of its wells 
drilled a year or two ago, and it began pro- 
ducing 1,500 barrels a day.

Perhaps this is 
because the locations in this part of the Osage 
are half a mile apart, and only about 50 per 
cent. of the production has been taken, The 
Barnsdall Oil Company is drilling No. 1 on 
Jot 301. The American Oil Company and A. 
T. Fancher are drilling No. 13 on lot 167. It 
was 35 feet in the sand when it began to 
cave, and it was necessary to pull the casing. 

There is a great deal of new work being 
<ione in the shallow sand parts of the west side 
of the Cherokee, northeast of Dewey and 
around Ochelata. 

The Eastern Oil Company has finished and 
shot its No. 2 on the Annie Paradee, in 2-27-15 
northeast of Dewey, in the Cherokee.

The Consumers’ Gas Company has completed 
a 6-inch line from a point three miles north 
of Welch, along the Katy Railroad, in North- 
ern Oklahoma, where it connects with the 
main line of the Quapaw line, twenty miles 
south to Vinita. Vinita has had a gas line 
from Coody’s Bluff for some time, but the 
supply has diminished until a new source has 
been necessary. Work on the Quapaw line is 
progressing rapidly. The contracts call for 
its completion by March 1, and it is expected 
it will be running gas by March 15.
